HAWAII S00N TO HAVE AN INDE- 
| PENDENT GOVERNMENT. 


A Constitution Is Being Perfected and 
Will Be Declared So Soon as Thurston 
‘Reports Little Chance for Annexation= 
Dole Stirs Up Willis Touching His 
Menacigg Attitude=Talk with Minister 
Tharston=Mr. Stevens to Testify Today 

at Washington.

Honotuiw, Jan. 19,—There is no impor- 
tant change in public affairs. Strong re- 
monstrances have been addressed to Minister 
illis. Itis privately learned that a new 
Constitution is all ready to be promulgated at 
the proper time. Chinese laborers are to be 
imported until Japan is ready to continue the 
supply on satisfactory terms. It seems to be 
definitely ascertained that for several weeks 
t and prior to Thurston’s visit the govern- 
mpnt has been working out a form of Consti- 
tution for an independent Hawaiian republic, 
which is now substantially settled upon. 
Ite form is like those of the 
States of the Union, with ' President 
and Vice-President and Upper and Lower 
Houses of the Legislature. For voters for the 
Lower House the chief qualification is ability 
to read and write the English Janguage, 
which will exclude most of the Japanese. In 
this Houge the native and half-white vote will 
greatly predominate. For the Upper House 
theré will be required of voters a considerable 
educationai and. property qualification, suf- 
ficient te secure the predominance of intelli- 
gent white citizens,-who will also control the 
choice of the Executive... Certain special 
pewers will be conferred upon the Executive 
and Upper House, acting in concert, which 


» , will enable them, when well agreed, to pre- 


vent the obstruction of necessary legislation 
by the Lower House. Under this Constitution 
the native element will possess all share in 
legislation which it has ever possessed, while 
royal and executive power will practically be 
transferred to the control of the more intelli- 
gent and capable white population. 


Holding It in Abeyance. 


The government will not proclaim this Con- 
stitution until after learning from Minister 
Thurston that there is no present prospect of 
any form of political union with. the United 
States. There is no doubt whatever that such 
a constitution will be heartily approved by 
the rank and file of the supporters of the pro- 
visional government, who will gladly forego, 
if necessary, some voting privileges in order 
to secure the results of the revoiution for 
which they have for a year faced so much 
danger together. To make the right of suf- 
frage unlimited would be simply to throw 
away all they have worked for. No constitu- 
tion in Hawaii has ever been submitted to a 
vote of the people, but simply proclaimed by 
the executive authority, which precedent js 
likely to be followed in the next simular case. 

In an interview with Kaiulani’s guardian, 
T. H. Davies, he said it was difficult to fore- 
cast the future of Hawaii. The provisional 
government cannot, he said, possibly go on. 
It is simply the rule of the mob, answerable 
only to’ popular clamor.

Planters Want More Chinese Coolies, 


The planters have asked the government for 
permission to introduce a limited number of 
Chinese laborers. The Councils voted yester- 
day to grant their request. The reasons given 
by the planters are that further shipments 
from Japan-are liable to be postponed until 
certain questions are settled between the two 
governments, and that Japanese alone on 
large estates are liable to become exacting 
and quarrelsome. During 1894 and 1895 
about 9,000 labor contracts will expire and 
their places need to be filled.

TIMELY TALK WITH MR, THURSTON, 


Hawalii’s Minister Doesn't Think Queen 
Lit Will Sue for Damages. 

Lorrin A. Thurston, Minister from the 
Hawaiian Islands to the United States, passed 
through Chicago yesterday on his way to 
Washington. He said: 

“ The story that ex-Queen Liliuokalani will 
likely sue the United States for damages is, 
in my opinion, the veriest bosh. There has 
been a gfeat deal printed in the papers which 
was without foundation in fact. Take this 
last story, for example, about the raising of an 
army in Canada in the interest of the ex-Queen. 
It is too absurd to even discuss. The pro-: 
visional government could have an army of 
2,000 men armed and equipped, together 
with Gatling and Hotchkiss guns, at its dis- 
posal in two hours’ time. President Dole has 
taken a decided stand as to the tights of the 
existing government, and he is receiving the 
moral and material support of the best classes 
on the island.”’ 

‘** What do you think will be the outcome of 
the present difficuities?’’ 

‘**T believe the provisional government will 
continue to rule the islands until a permanent 
form of government is established. I expect 
to see it take its place among, the free and 
sovereign powers of the world, with diplo- 
matic relations with the. great powers. The 
industries of the islands are of a character 
which should make the people prosperous and 
happy. : 

“That my Washington trip is one of great 
importance to the Hawaiian Islands I will not 
deny. I am the bearer of messages which are 
of deep import to us, and naturally I am nct 
at liberty to discuss them.” 

* Is there any doubt of your being received 
by the President at Washington?’ 

“ There is no doubt of it, in my*mind. 
The friendly relations existing between the 
two countries have not been broken, and so 
long as the President retains in Honolulu a 
Minister accredited to the provisional gov- 
ernment there is nodoubt as to my reception 
in Washington.”’ 

** It has been stated in dispatches that you 
are the bearer of charges against Minister 
Willis.” : 

‘“*T will say that the Grited States Minister 
to Hawaii is persona grata to the government, 
and I feel secure in saying that President Dole 
will never give Mr. Willis his passport pa- 
pers.”’ 

‘Did you see, Mr. Thurston, the interview 
in which the Queen said she would ehead all 
her enemies in case she should be restored? ”’ 
. Mr. Thurston laughingly replied: *‘I donot 
believe that any one fears‘her threats. J do 
not; ptherwise I should have remained away 
from Honolulu. By the way, you may say 
that the Queen’s bloodthirsty avowal caused 
more or less indignation in the islands and 
assisted in weakening her cause. I 
do not think it possible that she 
will ever be restored to the throne, 
and if she continues to lose 
her adherents at the present rate before long 
she will not have left enough followers to 
furm a cabinet.

FAUROT IS ARRESTED 


LIMA, 0., BANKER OHARGED WITH 
PERJURY AND OONSPIRAOY.

William Graver of Chicago Has Him 
Nabbed as He Is Leaving the City in a 
Pennsylvania Sleeper—It Is Alleged 
That Graver Lost $15,000 Cash and 
$5,000 in Notes Through the Former 
National Bank President’s Manipula- 
tion=New Developments Looked For, 

Perjury and a conspiracy to rob and swindle 
are the charges upon which Benjamin C., 
Faurot, the tormer President of the defunct 
Lima (Q.) National Bank, was arrested last 
night by a Deputy United States Marshal on 
a warrant sworn out in the United States Dis- 
trict Court. 
o’clock, just as Faurot was leaving this city 
in a sleeper on the Pennsylvania road. The 
complainant in the case, which has now be- 
come celebrated, is William Graver, a tank 
builder with an office in the Rook- 
ery Building. This action was taken 
for fear Faurot would leave the city and, per- 
haps, the country. It is charged that Faurot 
was instrumental in cheating Graver out of 
$15,000. 

The step taken last night is a preliminary 
one ina case which has created considerable 
excitement throughout Ohio, where the de- 
fendant is well known, and the probability 
seems to be that the case will become still 
more famous before itis ended. It is said to 
involve in 1ts entirety a multiplicity of vis- 
ionary schemesand undertakings by Benjamin 
C, Faurot which resulted in the wrecking of 
the Lima National Bank and impoverish- 
ing its creditors. Ten years ago B. 
C. Faurot was the king bee of the Lima 
capitalists and those of the adjoining country. 
He was rated at from $500,000 to $1,000,- 
000 and bore the reputation of a keen, daring, 
and sucessful financier. In his dealings he 
came in contact witha promoter named An- 
drew C, Bailey. 

Graver Goes to Lima, 


In June, 1887, William Graver went to Lima, 
O., to put up a number of large iron tanks 
for the Standard Oil cempany. He was thrown 
into the company of Faurot, who finally in- 
troduced him to Bailey. The latter claimed 
to be the President of the Chicago Edwards 
Oil Burner and Manufacturing company. 
He had stock to sell, and Faurot, acting as the 
friend and adviser of Graver, it is charged, in- 
duced the latter to buy $50,000 worth of 
stock at a discount of 40 per cent. Fifteen 
thousdnd dollars of this amount, it is claimed, 
was paid in cash and the rest secured by 
notes. The stock concern, it is alleged, was 
afterward found to be a fraud. Noth- 
ing, however, was heard of the notes 
until June, 1892, when, through the 
speculations of Faurot, the Lima 
National Bank was forced to suspend. An in- 
vestigation by the Controller brought to light 
the notes. When an attempt was made to 
collect them Graver contested the case, and 
it came upin the United States Circuit Court 
for settlement. : 

It then seems to have dawned upon William 
Graver that his whilom friend, B. C. Faurot, 
had been a party to the fraud prac- 
ticed upon him, and that he may 
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Startling Developments Expected. _ 

The complainant has retained as his attor- 
neys Col. Robert Rae, W.S. Forrest, and H. 
S. Monroe. The case, it is expected, will 
bring to light more startling sensations 
showing how Faurot looted the Lima Bank. 
The original case in the United States Circuit 
Court was put on the docket for last Monday 
and was delayed by Faurot’s ingenious and 
plentiful excuses, It was this matter which 
brought him to Chicago and resulted in his 
arrest.

UNCLE SAM AFTER THE SUGAR TRUST. 


Proceedings Now Under Way to Set Aside 
the Philadelphia Combination, 

Puriuapetru, Pa., Jan. 19.—Argumeént 
was begun this morning before Judge Butler 
in the United States Circuit Court in the pro- 
ceedings brought by the government to have 
set aside as illegal the merging of the Phila- 
delphia sugar refineries into the sugar trust.

OFFERS FOR BONDS ARE NUMEROUS. 


Most of the Bids Thus Far, However, Are 
for Small Amounts. 

Wasuineaton, D. C., Jan. 19.—[Special. |— 
Bond offers are coming in pretty fast. Most 
of them are for small amounts and some of 
the people making the offers seem to furget 
that gold must be given in exchange for the 
bonds. The big bidders are apparently in no 
hurry to put in their propositions, They pre- 
fer to wait and study the possibilities of the 
money market and the opportunities for sell- 
ing the bonds to. investors. The signs are 
that the whole $50,000,000 will be floated at 
something more than 118, so. that the reas- 
ury is assured of at least $59,000,000 in re- 
turn for the bonds. It is wild guess- 
ing, however, to say that the price 
ma reach 120, There has been 
nothing to show any such probability. 
English investors want their share of the 
bonds, and it is understood the New York 
firms which represent them will bid as high 
as 118.5. The English will take half the issue 
if they can get it on these terms. It has been 
found that most of the gold available is in 
New York, and that city will therefore absorb 
most of the bonds. ‘ The Treasury bier 
ae catuner avons taking et 
gratified ior ‘tra ae ea yg are 
‘than $1,000,000 each, but it cannot control 
the offers, and the chances are that several 
offers will be made for blocks of from 
$5,000,000 up to $25,000,000. As the de- 
partinent will be bound to accept the highest 
offers, all the conditions being complied with, 
there is no means by which it can enforce a 
genuine popular subscription. 

Nobody seems to be worrying because the 
bonds are redeemable simply in “ coin,”’ 
while gold must be paid for them. When the 
subject comes to be discussed in Congress 
that phase of it will be analyzed. Yet every- 
body is willing to take the established policy 
of the government asa guarantee that ‘the 
bonds wili be paid in gold when they mature. 
Secretary Carlisle will appear before the 
House Judiciary committee next Wednesday 
to tell its members how he stretches the au- 
thority of the resumption act so as to cover a 
bond issue fcr current expenses. 

A circular letter giving detailed informa- 
tion how to make bids for the bonds will be 
issued from the Treasury Monday. 

President Dumont Clark of the American 
Exchange National Bink of New York said 
that the directors of his bank had decided to 
subseribe for $2,000,000 of the bonds at 
$117.223.

NEW GAME OF CHANCE 


OONGRESSIONAL APPORTIONMENT 
UPSETS POLITIOAL PLANS. 


Effects It Will Have on the Fature of 
Present Representatives=Hopkins Sure 
te Go Back from the Eighth and Spring- 
er and Fithiqn Certain of Re-election=— 
Gen, Henderson and Joe Cannon Have 
Hard Fights on Their Hands—Beauties 
of Campaigning in Egypt. 

Waswineton, D. C., Jan. 19,—[Special.]— 
The new Congressional apportionment in Illi- 
nois upsets the plans of quite a number of 
statesmen of both parties, and will add to the 
interest incident to the nominating conven- 
tions and the elections of the year. Cook 
County gets seven Congressional districts, 
numbered consecutively from one to seven in- 
clusive. , 

The first country district is the Eighth, made 
up of McHenry, De Kalb, and Kane of the old 
Fifth District and Du Page, Kendall, and 
Grundy of the Eighth. It is Republican by 
an immense majority. Mr.’ Hopkins, who is 
a fifth-termer in Congress, lives in Kane 
County, and Mr. Childs, who represents the 
Eighth District, livesin Du Page. Mr. Hop- 
kins will be renominated probably by accla- 
mation. Mr. Childs recognizes the fact that 
Hopkins has the heaviest Republican counties 
among his supporters and will make no cam- 
paign for the nomination. Mr, Childs has a 
contest on his hands with Lewis Steward, 


Nothing has been heard of this matter lately, 
and probably it will go to the boneyard. 

There are seven counties in the new Ninth 
Congressional District, which, like the 
Eighth, is Republican beyond cavil or doubt. 
This ineans Mr. Hitt’s renomination and elec- 
tion, although he mav have a little brush of a 
fight in the nominating convention. 

The new Tenth embraces Whiteside, Rock 
Island, Henry, Mercer, Knox, and Stark. The 
probabilities are that Gen. Post, who lives in 
Knox County, will be renominated. The dis- 
trict is reliably Republican. 

Gen. Henderson, who is serving his tenth 
term in Congress, finds himself in a Demo- 
cratic district composed of Bureau, La Salie, 
Livingston, and Woodford. According to the 
vote polled at the last general eiection the dis- 
trict would give a Democratic majority of 
about 1,900. In 1888 it went a couple of 
hundred on the Democratic side. There 
is a chance that Gen. Henderson, 
if he will take the nomination, can 
earry the district. Bureau and La Salle 
Counties are filled with industries which 
will suffer a good deal from the Wilson bill if 
it becomes a law. Depression of wages in 
such places as Peru, Ottawa, and La Salle 
may send La Salle County over to the Repub- 
licans. In fact, thereis no telling what La 
Salle County will do this fall. This district 
was carved out at the special instance and re- 
quest of Senator Andrew J. O’Convur, who 
thought he might like to go to Congress him- 
self, or had a friend with Congressional aspi- 
rations. ©O’Conor’s term as Senator expires 
this year.

The 
gentleman from Vermillion realizes the fact 
that the delegates from Will, when named, 
will hold ‘the key to the situation, and he has 
been cultivating the Republican statesmen in 
and around the City of Jolet. 

The Thirteenth is anothet big Republican 
district, with chances in favor of the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Funk. 

The Fourteenth is given to the Democrats 
by a big majority. Some Peoria man will 
probably get this nomination, and. it is in- 
timated here that ex-Congreesman Nick 
Worthington will be the man. 

The Democrats have sought to bring about 
an end to the everlasting tight which was be- 
ing waged by Scott Wike and the Jersey Coun- 
ty Democrats against Congressman MecDan- 
noid of Brown and ex-Congressinan Anderson 
of Adams, so they framed two Democratic 
districts, numbering them fifteen and sixteen. 
Adams and Brown are in the Fifteenth and 
Pike, Green, and Jersey in the Sixteenth. As 
stated, both districts are Democratic, and as 
Col. B. F. Marsh comes from Hancock, which 
was in the old Eleventh and is row in the 
new Fifteenth, he will not get back to Con- 
gress for some years to come... The new Fif- 
teenth District will probably renominate Mr. 
McDannold, who lives in Brown, and Scott 
Wike can have the nomination from the Six- 
teenth if he wants it. Wike is one of the As- 
sistant Secretaries of the Treasury now and 
may be content to remain where he is.

The new district, the 
Eighteenth, is Democratic, and Mr. Lane’s 
nomination is thought to be reasonably sure, 
although Madison County may furnish a can- 
didate who will give Mr. Lane a little trouble. 

George W. Fithian is not the happiest man 
in the world over the outlook in the new Nine- 
teenth District. He gets Effingham from the 
old Seventeenth, Coles and Edgar from the 
Fifteenth, and loses Clay, Wayne, Edwards, 
and Wabash. Andrew Hunter is a resident of 
Edgar County, and will make a contest 
against Mr. Fithian for the district nomina- 
tion. In Coles County, adjoining Edgar, 
lives a Dr. Neil, who wants to get into Con- 
gress. Fithian has this district, or rather the 
central and southern portions thereof, well in 
hand, and will beat either Neil or Hunter, or 
both of them if they combine. The district 
is Democratic and the Republicans can have 
little chance of carrying it. 

The new Sixth District was made to include 
Congressman James R. Williams of White 
County, whose nomination is certain. He 
got a few counties from the old Sixteenth, 
ana the islature, through the solicitation 
of Senator James R. Campbell of Hamilton 
County, put Williams beyond tne reach of en- 
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Democrat, whom he defeated by 37 votes,

In thereport recom- 
mending the passage of the bill Mr. Moses 
says that the inhibition prescribed in this sec- 
tion affects such persons as incurred wounds 
injuries, or disabilities while in the service of 
the United States during the Indian, Mexican, 
or other old wars, and who subsequently 
served in or otherwise aided the cause of 
South during the civil war.

RECRUITS FOR THE ARMY NEEDED, 


Good Men Who Want to Wear Biue RKe- 
quired by Uncle Sam. 


Three months ago the War Department 
authorities found that recruits’ were being 
more rapidly absorbed by the army than men 
were being discharged from the military serv- 
ice, so the Superintendent of Recruiting, Col. 
Mizner, was ordered to instruct ail recruiting 
stopped, except for old soldiers of good char- 
acter, men who were found to meet all of the 
requirements for military service. When the 
World’s Columbian Exposition opened about 
5,000 vacancies existed in the army, and the 
forty odd officers on reqruiting duty were in- 
structed to use all possible effort to secure re- 
cruits. The annual loss to the army through 
discharge by purchase, by expiration of 
term of enlistment, by discharge by 
favor, and by desertion or death is about one- 
fifth of its authorized maximum strength. 
When the new year dawned the army lacked 
180 of its maximum. These facts showed 
that the losses were greater than the reénlist- 
ments, and the recruiting officers in Chicago 


‘were suthorized’ to enlist members or ex- 


members of the Columbian Guard upon the 
same basis as formher soldiers. But the War 
Department waited until Dec. 16 before 
authorizing the enlistment of Columbian 
Guards; it was then too late to secure them, 
for they had dispersed; only sixty-two men in 
all, ex-members of th 

enlisted in Chicago. The period to which en- 
listments from the Columbian Guard were 
restricted expired Jan. 15. Friday, 
the 12th inst., orders were received 
by the two recruiting officers in 
Chicago to enlist before the morning of Jan. 
15. 100 able-bodied simmgle men between the 
ages of 21 and 30, who could read, write, and 
speak the English langu e or were natural- 
ized citizens. As the 14th was Sunday the 
operation of the order practically was to per- 
mit 100 men pose vverm all of these require- 
menta to be enli Saturday, the 13th.

The Ohio Legislature Decides Against Con- 
struction of Public Buildings. 

Cotumsus, O., Jan, 19,—[Special.]}—The 
Ohio Legislature will do nothing for the un- 
employed of the State. A committee of the 
State Trades Assembly had presented a peti- 
tion asking for relief by opening public works 
on unreclaimed land and by constructing 
public buildings. The House committee re- 
ported that nothing could be done in the first 
instance because the State had no unre- 
claimed land; and second, because it 
knows of no immediate necessity for 
the construction of public buildings. 
There being no surplus revenue in the Treas- 
ury and no immediate necessity for new pub- 
lic buildings, and it being against the 

licy of the State and the interests of its cit- 
izens to raise public money for other than 
necessary purposes, it was the opinion that it 
was beyond the power of the State at this 
time to relieve the unemployed by any imme- 
diate work upon the construction of new pub- 
lic buildi The report was adopted. 

Senator Hughey introduced a bill providing 
that throughout the State the polls shall be 
closed election day at 4 o'clock p. m. stand.

Full steam, with forced 
draught, was turned on half an hour before 
the course was reached, and the ship plunged 
ahead at a tremendous pace, dashing up the 
spray with its bows and leaving a loaming 
wake astern. It was 10:26:36 a. m. when 
the cruiser entered the course, passing the 
Dolphin to port, at anchor off the 
first buoy. There were 166 pounds of steam 
in the boilers; and the screws were revolving 
at the rate of 177 turns per minute. The 
wind was abeam and blowing at a sixteen- 
knot gait. The tide was at the middle of the 
ebb and against the cruiser. The second 
buoy, marked by the tug Leyden and six 
miles from the start, was reached in twenty 
minutes and three seconds, showing that the 
warship was doing nearly eighteen knots 
against the tide. The tugs Iwana, Fortune, 
and Narkeeta were pa at gradually in- 
creasing speed, and the Vesuvius, at the end 
of the ¢ourgg, was passed at 12:26:40. 
The thirty-six miles were covered 
in two hours and seven minutes. The 
Montgomery had traveled this distance at the 
rate of 18.70 knots going out against the tide 
and hac made 20.16 knots returning with the 
tide, an average with the tide practically 
eliminated of 19.43 knots. The cruiser was 
rapidty approaching the third buoy on the 
run home when the wheel which works the 
steam steering gear in the pilot-house became 
unkeyed and the pilot lost control of the ship.

Already it is 
said each of the organizations has signified 
informally its intention to become part of 
the union. The cohstitution adopted, d 
which will be submitted to each organization 
for ratification, provides that the Farmers’ 
Union shali be incorporated under the laws of 
Illinois aud that it shall be a non-secret 
organization. This latter provision, the pro- 
moters of the union say, is most important, 
as they hold that the secret nature of many of 
the farmers’ organizations has deprived them 
of the support of a powerful element, espe- 
Gially the church-going class. 

The constitution provides that the union 
shall be strictly non-partisan. Only practical 
farmers will be admitted to membership, but 
there will be no distinction of sex. The gov- 
ernment of the organization is to be vested 
in legislative, executive, and judicial depart- 
ments. 


MARSHALL TELLS OF LEE’S SURRENDER. 


Annual Banquet of the Maryland Confed- 
erate Society at Baltimore.

New Straitsville Men Offer to Accepta Re- 


duction of Wagesand Others Stand Firm, 

Cotumsvus, O., Jan. 19.—[Special.}—A com- 
mittee representing the miners at New Straits- 
ville came here today and presented President 
Johnson of the Mine Workers’ Union with a 
proposition to stand a cut of 20 cents a ton or 
from 70 to 50 cents, the reduction to apply 
only to those mines, but Mr. Johnson refused 
to act until he had consulted with the Hock- 
ing Valley Operators’ Union. He then ac- 
cepted on condition that he should be allowed 
to abrogate all the rules heretofore made 
by the miners with reference to 
work. The proposition was rejected by the 
men. News from the valley indicates that 
the majority of the miners have declared 
against accepting a cut in wages and are pre- 
paring to stand out for the old rates. Straits- 
ville miners will probably create much hard 
feeling among their fellow-craftsmen of the 
State, and their conduct will receive an airing 
in the adjourned convention which meets 
here Monday to count the vote taken by 
miners during the last week. It is predicted 
that the operators will not be satisfied with 
anything less than the surrender of every 
point of vantage now possessed by the miners, 
and that a strike will be the result, 

Baurimore, Md., Jan. 19.-~|Special.}|—Ten 
thousand men usually employed in the can- 
ning houses and other branches of the oyster 
business in Baltimore are now out of work 
and the price of oysters has declined to 45 
cents and lower a bushel.

The plan of the streets to be occupied which 
was presented showed the sidewalk moving in 
a northerly direction from Polk street along 
Wabash avenue to South Water street, thence 
to Fifth avenue, and back again to Polk 
street, completing the parallelogram. Inside 
the latter were three other loops moving in 
opposite directions. Their east and west sides 
are on South Water, Madison, Van Buren, 
and Polk streets. The north and south sides 


of these inner loops are on opposite sides of 
the street to the main stem on Wabash and 
Fifth avenues. 

The report recommends electricity as a 
motive power and summarizes the advantages 
of the movable sidewalk as follows: 


‘*A uniform low axle speed, equal to abouty 


one-eighth of the average full speed of the 
ordinary elevated train; a continuous and 
uniform motionin one direction, devoid of 
starting and stopping thrust and almost free 
from lateral vibration; the employment of 
numerous light motors distributed along the 
continuous train in such a manner as to 
spread the load evenly over the entire struct- 
ure, instead of concentrating most of it at a 
given point, as in the case of the locomotive 
or motive car. Granted these advan our 
engineers advise us that noise and vibration 
may be reduced about in proportion to the 
square of the axle speed; that the structure 
may be greatly reduced in size, weight, and 
cost; its extreme width can be red » Ox- 
cept at landing platforms at street intersec- 
tions, to eight feet. Light construction will 
permit the use of paper wheels, wooden tires, 
and rubber deadeners, thus further reducing 
noise and vibration. If investigation does 
not indicate too great expense, inclined pas- 
senger lifts on the principle of the endless 
belt may be used to elevate passengers from 
the sidewalk to the fixed platform.” 


Ride and Transfer for Single Fare. 


Bridges are provided at different points, so 
that a passenger may step from the outer to 
the inner sidewalk or vice versa to reach a 
desired point. There are no ticket stations, 
but a sort of nickel-in-the-slot machine is be- 
ing considered by the directors, A change 
machine, they say, will be provided. A single 
fare fora ride and transfer tickets are in- 
cluded in the committee’s recommendations. 
The report states that written opin- 
ions as to the practical operation 
of the sidewalk have been obtained 
from numerous engineers. The service is 
said to be instant and continuous, there is no 
waiting for trains, passengers are taken sub- 
stantially from any point toany point.

Encounter Between Police and Unemployed 
Embarrassing to the Government, 

Beaty, Jan. 19.—Chancellor von Caprivi 
has been greatly irritated by the incidents of 
yesterday, as the encounter between citizens 
and police has roused some ill-feeling and is 
likely to embarrass the government in its nego- 
tiations for a majority in the Reichstag. The 
President of Police has ordered an inquiry 
into the charges that the police wantonly as- 
saulted many well-behaved persons during 
the trouble at Friedrichshain. 

The Social-Democrats intended to question 
the government in the Reichstag as to the 
conduct of the police yesterday.

Since the en- 
counter several policemen have expressed satis- 
faction because they had such a good opportu- 
nity to thrash the mob with impunity. 


SOFA SLAVE-RAIDERS ROUTED, 


‘British Forces in Sierra 
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wre, 
sent by Col. A. 
B. Ellis, commanding the British forces oper- 
ating against the Sofas in the interior of 
Sierra Leone. Col. Ellis’ dispatches aredated 
Tungea, Jan. 9. : 

He eays he started from Warina Dec. 26. 
After crossing a section of country forty-two 
miles broad, through the whole extent of 
which the Sofas had been raiding recently, 
the British expedition reached the Bum River 
Dec. 28. Here a successful attempt was 
made to establish communication with the 
Konnos, who were hidden in the forest on the 
further bank of the-river. The Konnos in- 
formed the British that the main body of th 
Sofas had crossed the river Dec. 18. They 
had destroyed Yardu, although the people of 
that place had hitherto been on friendly terms 
with thein. 

The Sofas then proceeded to Kerrayemna 
for the purpose of joining others of the tribe, 
their intention being to attack the British at 
Tungea. The column crossed the Bum River 
in pursuit of the natives and reached Kerra- 
yemna Dec. 31. The place was found to be a 
perfect charnel house. The Sofas had 
laughtered the inhabitants, men, women, 
and chijdren, and then left. The British 
bivouacked in the forest the night of Jan. 1. 
Long before daybreak the next morning the 
British started in pursuit of the enemy, who 
had evidently changed their minds about at- 
tacking the British. At 4 o’clock in the 
morning the British came up with the Sofas at 
Bagwenia and suddenly fell upon them. The 
enemy was taken by surprise. The place had 
been strongly blockaded, but the British. car- 
ried the position in a quarter ofan hour. Two 
hundred of the Sofas were killed and seventy- 
seven were taken prisoners. Over 400 slaves, 
women and children, were rescued. The 
horde of Sofa slave raiders were dispersed. 
The only casualties sustained by the British 
were the severe wounding of Lieut. Gwynn

France, in behalf of 
the Latin Union, is to purchase 20,000,000 
francs’ worth of silver. Great Britain and 
Germany are to withdraw all gold and paper 
below the denomination of the sovereign, buy- 
ing meantime $375,000 worth of silver an- 
nually and issuing notes below the denomina- 
tion of sovereigns against full equivalent de- 
posits of silver coinage. India if to resume 
the unlimited coinage of silver. The union 
is to fix the price of silver pence per ounce 
above the rupee price, and the fixed price is to 
be alterable only at the beginning of each 
year. Ifthe average London price of silver 
fall 10 per cent below the convention 
price the members are to be allowed to with- 
draw from the union, thus dissolving it.”’

NEW YORK DEALERS DENY THAT 
THEY DELIVER BAD GRAIN. 


They Say the Report Is RKedieulous and 
That There Has Been No Complaint 
from Parchasers@Explaining the De- 
crease in Exports—Armours Deny ‘a 
Statement That They Are to Have a. 
New Branch in New Jersey~General 
News from the Metrovolis. 

New Yorx, Jan. 19.—[Special.]—It is de- 
nied in Wall street that any part of the 17,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat in .the warehouses 
in New York is poor in quality, and it is also 
denied that any effort has been made to force 
poor wheat upon English and continental buy- 
ers, Several prominent wheat traders were in- 
formed today the report was current in Chicago 
that a considerable portion of the wheat in 
store was unattractive to the export buyers. 
They were also told that it was hinted in the 
West that buyers would show more interest 
in taking some of the burdensome reserves of 
American wheatif New-Yorkers were not so 
assiduous in their endeavor toward working 
off on the foreigners the undesirable portion 
of the grain in store, Some traders laughed 
and said it was the same old story, while 
others took the trouble to seriously contra- 


dict the statements. 


James Marshall, the head of the firm of 


t McIntyre & Wardwell, the largest wheat con- 


cern in New York, said: “It is not true that 
any part of the wheat in store is bad or even 
unattractive. In fact, it is a shade better 
than usual this year as to quality. 
You can find men in Wall _ street 
who will say this story is true, 
but I know it is not. The main 
reason why the exporters are not buying 
wheat in this market is because they can buy 
it cheaper in Argentine, India, and Russia. 


‘Argentine has 50,000,000 bushels of wheat 


and has no place to store it where it will keep, 
consequently it is beng sold, Argentine will 
even sell wheat for May delivery cheaper than 


we can sell it now.”’ 

John H. Herbert said that all wheat stored 
here was kept in good condition, facilities for 
inspection being vastly betier here than in 
Chicago. He could account for the report 
only by supposing that stocks in Chicago 
must be heavy and in danger of damage. 
Some Chicago wheat he had lately seen was 
certainly inferior, he said, and he had heard 
of a shipment from Chicago to Europe which 
was rejected. 

H. K. White, Chief Grain Inspector, said 
that stocks of graded wheat here were in 
good condition. Weevil had appeared in 
wheat this year rather more plentifully then 
usual, but inspections were carefully made 
every week and the grain was screened, 
blown, and handled as often as necessary to 
keep it pure. When grain spoiled it was post- 
ed at the exchange and sold for distilling or 
feeding purposes. None had beeu lately 
posted, nor had any complaint come from 
Europe of the condition of grain sent from 
New York. On the other hand, the city mills 
were using New York grain regularly. They 
bought 700,000 bushels last. week. De- 
creased exports were explained by figures 
from Europe showmg large supplies on hand 
gathered by receipts earlier in the season from 
this country and from India.

Story from New York That the Firm in 
Chicago Denies.

But Ar- 
mour & Co. got the property and will begin 
to erect packing-houses and cattle-yards upon 
it, and-they propose to transfera Jarge part | 
of their Kansas City business to the Hacken- 
sack meadows. Though it is known that Ar- 
mour & Co. purchased the property, it is 
not known who made the deal for 
chem, nor what real estate firm sold th 
property. Several real estate dealers in 
Newark said today that they had heard of the 
transaction, but did not know of the particu- 
lars. At the Register’s oftice in the Hudson 
County Court-House today it was said the 
deed had not been filed yet. The whole tract 
belongs to the heirs of the late J. S. Pike.

New York, Jan, 19.—Postmaster Dayton 
has received instructions from Washington to 
call for bids for the removal of the “spy gal- 
lery.”’ This gallery has for the last two years 
been one of the  miysteries of the 
postoffice. There is a _ weird, Spanish 
inguisition air about it. ‘The postoftice 
inspectors, about two years ago, requested 
that a gallery be built across the sorting and 
distributing room some twenty feet from the 
floor, from which they could watch suspected 
clerks. ‘This gallery was built and inclosed 
on both sides with blinds. Then Uncle Sam’s 
sleuth hounds began to look for malefactors. 
It was great fun for the clerks. 
For a long time the blinds 
would creak every time, they were 
opened and the clerks wouldlaugh. The feel- 
ings of the man who opened the blinds do not 
figure in the official report. It must have an- 
noyed him, however, to hear a snicker 
throughout the room just as he was prepared 
to do an afternoon’s patient watching. Then, 
again, after the blinds were in perfect work- 
ing order the sun would manage to get above 
the glass roof of the postoffice and the clerks 
would see a dark shadow in the gallery. Now 
and then a clerk would espy a pair ef 
eyes peering intently through an opening in 
the biinds, and would wink quietly at the in- 
spector, Then would follow a disgusted rat- 
tling of blinds and the inspector would go 
away. The clerks objected beeause the gal- 
lery threw a shadow over the floor and shut 
out the light.

Wuereas, The various business exchanges of 
the city have been established for the conven- 
iences of trade, and are essential to the business 
of the community, and should be free from the 
attacks of politicians and schemers to disrupt 
and destroy them; and 

Wuereas, The Real Estate Exchange, one of 
the most useful of the business marts of the city 
and the required center forthe sale of the real 
estate, had been assailed by some of the greedy 
leaders of Tammany Hall with a view to < estroy 
its usefulness as a business exchange and to di- 
vert its traffic into their channels to the incon- 
venience of that large portion of the community 
who deal in real estate and to the detriment of 
trade; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the courts of record of this city 
be respectfully requested to direct legal sales of 
real estate to be held at the Real Estate Ex- 
change, as has been the established custom for 
many years. 

Ex-Senator Francis M, Bixby, after stating 
that the only thing as mean as a Tammany 
Hall Democrat isa Tammany Hall Republic- 
an, seeonded the motion and expiained the 
situation.

UNITED STATES EXPRESS’ FRANCHISE.

Exclusive Use of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St, Paul Lines Secured, 

The United States Express company has se- 
cured the franchise for. five years for doing 
the express business on the entire system of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad. 
F. H. Platt, son of President T. C. Platt of 
the United States Express company, com- 
pleted the negotiations with Vice-President 
Ripley of St. Paul Saturday. By this deal 
the Adams Express company and the Amer. 
ican Express company, who now operate on 
the St. Paul system, will have to vacate the 
business Feb 1. The American company has: 
been doing business over a portion of the 
lines of the road ever since they’ began run- 
ning trains forty years ago. The Adams com- 
pany has had its franchise during the last 
five years; previous to that time the franchise 
was held by the United States company. The 
Adams company has had the Council Bluffs, 
Kansas City, Prairie du Chien, Iowa, and Da- 


kota lines, the remainder of the system has | 


been operated by the American company. 

The new arrangement shuts the Adamscom- 
pany out of Milwaukee, but it reaches Minne- 
apolis and St, Paul over the lines of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy. The American 
company fares a little better since it reaches 
Milwaukee and Wisconsin points over thé Chi- 
cago and Northwestern. 

** We have operated over the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul lines since it ran its first train out of 
Milwaukee,”’ said General Manager Antisdell 
of the American Express company. ‘** We 
were bidders for the franchise for the entire 
system, and offered what we thought it was 
worth to us, but the United States company 
made a higher figure. Wecover the principal 
points in this territory on the Chicago and 
Northwestérn, and it does not make a great 
deai of difference. The story that we are 
seeking to get the franchise on the Wisconsin 
Central is without foundation.” 

S. G. Seaton, General Agent of the Adams 
Express company, said: **We did not care 
to renew our franchise to the territory we 
now have unless we could secure the entire 
system. We lose Milwaukee and practically 
Wisconsin, but we. cover the remainder of 
ror territory pretty well on the Burimgton 

ines.’ 

Vice-President Ripley of the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul said the company did not desire 
longer to divide its territory into two fran- 
chises. Theterms of the agreement are not 
made public. The service will be the same 
as heretofore. 
and American companies will probably be 
absorbed by the United States company. 

New York, Jan. 19.—President T. C. Platt 
of the United States Express company says 
that the contract just closed gives the express 
business of the St. Paul system to the United 
States Express company fora period of five 
years from March 1. The United States com- 
pany does not “retire from the Chicago and 
Northwestern road in' favor of the American 
Express company,”’ for it has not been oper- 
ating on that line excepting on the short run 
from Chicago to Milwaukee. » 


HAVE TO STAND IN COTTAGE GROVE CARS 


Many Complaints by People Who Are Un- 
able to Find Seats. 

South Side residents accustomed to ride on 
the Cottage Grove line have been for a long 
time discommoded by having to stand yp in 
the street cars. At the busiest times, between 
6 and 9 o’elock in the morning and from 5 to 
7 o'clock inthe evening, it is almost impos- 
sible to get a seatin a Cottage Grove avenue 


car. 

A conductor on the line said: “The com- 
pany has reduced the number of runs from 
130 to 112, and as a result i am laid off and 
don’t know when I will get at work again.” 

A passenger who for over thirty years has 
traveled on the line daily said: “I notice in 
Tue Trrsunz this morning that the South 
Side company has doubled its dividend of 
last year. This does not look like poverty. 
If it did we might possibly excuse it, but 
never in all the years that I have been riding 
- this road have I had such a hard time to get 

seatas now, The aisles and platforins are 
filled during the morning and evening hours, 
I do not advoeate the English or French sys- 
tem of givingevery mana séat, because the 
American people are too busy to wait for that, 
and Iam willing that those who wish should 
stand rather than get left, but when at least 
one-third of the passengers,have to stand ha- 
bitually I think there is something wrong. The 
South Side company should put on more 
cars and accommodate the public.” 

A conductor on the Cottage Grove line said 
the change which was ordered Monday was 
really a benefit to him, as he was an extra 
man. That order reduced the number of runs 
and left out of employment thirty-eight men, 
nineteen each of gripmen and conductors, but 
it gave employment to forty-four more men 
because the trains ran “double headers,” 
which gave the extra trailer men a chance, 

Timekeeper Jewell said the service the 
company was now giving was identical 
with that given before the Fair. It had 
decreased the number of trains because 
there was not traffic to warrant more. While 
some cars were crowded, others were almost 
empty, and he thought the company was run- 
uing enough cars now to accommodate the

‘NEW TRAIN SERVICE INTO CHICAGO, . 


Ohio Central Affords Easy Access to Buck- 
eye State Towns. 

The Ohio Central road last ‘Monday com- 
menced running its trains into this city, and 
thus opened up direct communication with 
Springfield and a lot of other towns through 
the central portion of the Buckeye State from 
Lima, in the northwest portion, to Ironton, 
on the Ohio River. The road goes through 
the great coal fields, as well as through rich 
agricultural sections. This is the 
road of which ot W. Saul 
is General Manager and lL. R. Brocken- 
borough Traftic Manager. Having 
held similar positions a few years ago with 
the Eastern Illinois, they are both well known 
to the business-men of Chicago. Ashort time 
ago an extension of the Ohio Central from 
Springfield to Lima was completed and Jan. 
8 connection was made at Lima with the 
Erie. Then under an agreement entered into 
between the two corporations the new line 
was permitted to run its trains over the tracks 
of the Erie from Lima to Chicago, and a 
regular service went into effect last Monday. 
In a few days through sleeping cars will be put 
on between Chicago and Ironton. The route 
is an almost direct one and several hours 
shorter between this city and the great coal 
fields of Southeastern Ohio than any other. 
Within the next thirty or sixty days the Chi- 
cago, Union City and Cincinnati road will 
also be completed to a connection with the 
Erie at Markle. It will run its trains‘over the 
Erie to Huntington, Ind., and there make 
close connection with the through trains of 
that road.

FOOTBALL WITHOUT THE BRUTALITY. 


Walter Camp Says He Favors a Change in 
the Mode of Playing. 

Walter Camp of New Haven, Conn., who is 
known to all football players as the father of 
the American game, is at the Auditorium An- 
nex, Mr. Camp was one of the leading players 
in Yale’s first teams, and since leaving college 
has exercised a sdrt of a fatherly supervision 
of Yale’s football, “Iam an earnest advo- 
eate of a .change in the football rules,” 
he said yesterday, “There is no doubt 
that the game as played the last year 
or two has been attended with a 
great deal of dangerto the players. The 
danger is not-so great in the regular play, but 
when it is considered that the same tactics 
had to be met with day after day in the prac- 
tice one can realize what a strain it has been 
on the players. In improving from the old 
Rugby game we have admitted the inter- 
ference which is the element of danger 
in the game. The Englishmen look 
upon ourstyle of playing with a great deal of 
abhorrence. - Yet it is just that style that has 
commended the game to the A-verican peo- 
ple and aro such a great interest in it. 
The protest against the flying wedge and the 
interference with tackling now being made 
by the faculties of a large number of colleges 
is having its effect and -I expect to see the 
rules modified before the next season. In: 
fact, the University Athletic ciub of 
New York City has intimated to the 
college boys that it will arrange, if its serv- 
ices are required, for a eonvention of the 
football teams to bring about the needed 
clfanges in the rules that will remove the so- 
called brutalizing character of the game, I 
think the club’s offer will be taken up, I

Finding the seats in the stage for Logans- 
port taken for several days in advance and 
that to secure one he would have to await his 
turn, he remembered that he mignt walk. In 
due time he performed the pedestrian task and 
reached Peru, his place of destination, weary 
and footsore. At Peru he entered the service 
of Alexander Wilson to clerk in a store that 
he and a brother were going to start at Lo- 
gansport. e had charge of the store until 
In 1839 he became a 
partner with Mr. Wilson, and the first pork 
ever packed in Peru was packed by this firm 
in 1839. The enterprise proved a financial 
failure for several reasons, the most potent of 
which was that in consequence of low water 
in the Maumee they could not get the bacon 
they had shipped to New York, and had to re- 
ship it back to Peru. This partnership con- 
tinued until 1841, when Mr, Graham was 
elected Sheriff of this county, to which office 
he was reélected in 1843 and which he filled 
to the expiration of his term in 1846. In 
1846 Mr. Fisher, then Superintendent of the 
Wabash and Erie Canal, appointed him clerk 


+ in the canal land office, which he held until 


the summer of 1847. Being out of business 
after the removal of the land office, he bought 
a printing office which was lying idle because 
several efforts to establish a newspaper in 
Peru had faired. After a renovation of the 
office he presented to the people June 28, 
1848, the first number of the present Miami 
County Sentinel. This he conducted as editor 
and proprietor until the summer of 1861, a 
period of over thirteen years. The paper suc- 
ceeded in a business point of view and be- 
came, as it is now, one of the leading Dem- 
ocratic papets of the State.*

19.—[Special Cor- 
respondence, |—West Union is the bome of 
many iple who pride themselves on their 
knowledge of literary matters, the home of 
reading circles, art clubs, tourist clubs, and 
the like, but has for the last few months been 
paying homage to an adventurer under the 
impression that he was Julian Ralph, the 
author and magazine writer. The facts have 
just come to light—the humiliation is awful. 

Last spring a-young widow of this city 
while stopping for a few weeks at a fashion- 
able resort in Florida met this man who has 
been masquerading under a false name. He 
was handsome, polished, and thoroughly in- 
formed upon literary, public, and political 
matters. He modestly disclosed his identity 
using the name Gulick, claiming Julian 
Ralph was only a nom de plume— 
and she being’ of a literary turn 
readily fell into his net. He represented that 
he was gathering material for an article on 
Florida, soon to appear in Harper’s. The 
young woman returned to this city a few 
weeks later, but a correspondence was main- 
tained until last fall, when the adventurer 
came to West Union. He was entertained 
and presented to the élite of the town, choice 
‘literary’ friends, and at once ~ became the 
social lion of the city. Numerous parties, 
teas, and ewell dinners were spread in his 
honor. The choicest cuts and daintiest tid- 
bits were laid on his plate, and fancy cookery 
received a tremendous impetus during his so- 
joutn. He claimed to be id charge of Harper 
& Bros.’ exhibit at the World’s Fair, and would 
run in Saturday nig hts and out again Monday. 
Hinting that he might allow an article de- 


scriptive of Northeastern Iowa to flow from 


his pen, he was forthwith toted over the country, 
feasted, and overwhelmed with fine talk, the 
conveyances of the wealthy folk being at his 
command, 

About this time Julian Ralph’s article, “‘ A 
Newspaper Correspondent,’’ appeared in 
Seribner’s and the impostor’s stock took a 
leap upward, Although feigning modesty he 
boldly talked and boasted of his achievements, 
never tiring of reciting his experiences and 
how he handled the Lizzie Borden case for 
the New York Sun, claiming an intimate ac- 
quaintance with Mr. Dana. In fact. he was 
a close friend of every man of note in the 
East and a veritable *‘ younger brother” to 
the late George William Curtis. 

This state of affairs continued until recent- 
ly, when in connection with a gentleman 
in this city who is well posted on current lit- 
erature he was questioned in regard to his ar- 
ticle in Harper’s on “ Florida.”’ He seemed 
startled; asked the name of the magazine in 
which it appeared, and when informed re- 
marked: ** O, yes, I remember now; that is 
an article I wrote about seven years ago.”’ 
This reply, taken in connection with the facts, 
was a stunner and at once aroused the gentle- 
man’s suspicions. He communicated at once 
with Harper & Bros., asking if Julian Ralph 
was in charge of their so-called Chicago 
branch. Harpérs replied that Julian Ralph 
was in the East and had been, save for a few 
days during the World’s Fair. 

Mr. Ralph No. 2 came back. to West Union, 
but he was not feasted nor lionized. He was 
snubbed and ignored, and the widow, who 
had learned of his brazen deception, turned 
against him and he sneaked out of town on a 
freight train.

A dispatch from New York says the Treas. 
urer, Secretary, and General Auditor of the 
Northern Pacific railroad have resigned be- 
cause the receivers refuse to pay them sal- 
aries for doing the work for the present man- 
agement, President Ives, the dispatch says, 
has made an application to the courts for an 
order directing that the salaries of the officers 
named shall be paid. Henry C, Payne gays 
the officers in question have resigned from 
the company, but continue in the service of 
the receivers. They get salaries from the re. 
ceivers, and Mr. Payne says the resignations 
amount to nothing. 

President Brayton Ives and directors sent 
this formal notice to the Stock Exchange 
early yesterday: ‘“ Owi to the resigna- 
tions of the Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Northern Pacific railroad company and the 
retention by the receiver of the seal and the 
stock and bond transfer books the company 
is unable to transfer its stocks and bonds,” 


Assistant Treasurer Follett of the Northern 
Pacific company to return all the certificates 
and stocks and all bonds offered for transfer 
tothe persons so offering them. Assistant 
Treasurer Follett is likewise assistant to the 
Treasurer for the receivers, and is paia by the 
receivers. 

Silas W. Pettit, general counsel for the 
Northern Pacific company, sent a communi- 
cation to Sullivan and Cromwell, attorneys 
for the receivers, Oakes, Rouse, and Payne, 
saying he had been instructed to make a for- 
mal demund for the delivery of all the books, 
stock, certificates, and reports of committees 


| and officers. In event of the refusal he said 


he was instructed to apply to the court for 
an order directing the receivers to furnish to 
the Northern Pacitic railroad the power and 
accommocations for the transaction of the 
business necessary for the preservation of its 
corporate organization and for the due man- 
agement of its affairs and transaction of its 
business. 

Messrs. Sullivan and Cromwell responded 
that after a consultation with the receivers 
they deemed it necessary to take the directions 
of the courtas tothe custody of the books. 
However, to facilitafe matters they had been 
instructed to offer the free use of the books, 
stocks, and so forth, and free access to the 
offices, pending further order of the court. 

After the meeting of the Northern Pacific 
directors yesterday afternoon Lawyer Pettit 
sent a forinal note to the attorneys for the re- 
ceiver, saying: 

* I desire to acknowledge the courtesy of 
the receivers, but the recent resignations of 


“the Secretary, Treasurer, etc., convince me 


that it is futile for the board to attempt to 
exercise any of its powers through officers in 
the service of the redeivers, and who 

tore neither will nor can be expected to take 
any action. which the receivers may disap- 
prove, and I think therefore it will be best to 
ascertain the views of the court in the prem- 
ises and in the meantime allow the matter to 
org ry where the action of the receivers has 
put it.’ 

The order asked fcr by President Ives and 
his associates is made returnable Jan. 30, the 
date fixed for the hearing on the applieation 
for the removal of the receivers. 

The receivers sent a letter to the President 
and directors of the company, in which they 
said that ‘‘ for some reasons of your own, and 
not because of any action of thereceivers, you 
have stopped the transfer of the stock and the 
registration of the bonds. We record our pro- 
test against this unwarranted action upon 
your part,”

FAVOR MILWAUKEE FOR OFFICES, 
German Bank Agents Report on Northern 
Pacific Affairs. 


Dr. Barth and Mr. Siemens, who went to 
Milwaukee last fall as deputies of the Deutsche 
Bank of Berlin to investigate Northern Pacific 
affairs, have rendered their report to the Ger- 
man capitalists whom they represented. They 
suggest Milwaukee as a proper place for the 
location of the Northern Pacific general offices. 
Mr. Siemens thinks the seat of management 
should be transferred from New York to Mil- 
waukee or St. Paul.

President Egan of the Great Western Talks 
on the Freight Situation, 

President.John M. Egan of the Chicago

near future. We- are letting our hair grow 
gray waiting for traffic, but it does not come.

Poems of William Bliake. ? 
It is difficult to grasp the eignificance of 


‘William Biake’s mystical writings, but his 


poems are easy of comprehension. ‘There are 
eertain facts in his life which may be related 
for the benefit of those who can approach in 
sympathy one who was a poet as well as seer. 
The following data one takes from the intro- 
duction by W. B. Yeats to “The Poems of 
William Blake.” (London: Lawrence & Bul- 
len. New York: Charles Scribner’s Sons.) 
Born in the middle of the eighteenth century 
the son of u small shopkeeper, William grew 
up among spiritual influences not ordinarily 
found in that sphere of life. Swedenborgian- 
ism was then creeping into England and the 
Blake shop was one of the places where it 


‘had found shelter. The prophecies and vis- 


ions of the new illumination were doubtless a 
common subject of talk . about the 
tea table and must have found ready 
welcome from William Blake. One prophecy 
certainly did sink into — his mind.

After the death of his 
brother in 1787 William Blake wrote toa 
friend, ‘‘ I know that our deceased friends are 
‘more really with us than when they are ap- 
parent to our mortal part. With my brother's 
spirit I converse daily and hourly in the spirit? 
and see him in remembrance, in the region of 
my imagination I hear his advice. and even 
‘now write from his dictates. Forgive’) me for 
expressing to you my enthusiasm which I 
wish all to partake of, since it is tome a 
‘source of immortal! jay, even in this world,”’ 

In 1789 appeared *‘The Songs of Inno- 
cence’ and then ‘‘The Book of Thel,’’ * il- 
luminated missals of song,”’ according to the 
present editor, “‘in which every page is a 
window open to heaven, but open not as in 
the days of Noah for the outpouring of the 
flood of time and space, but that we may look 
into the golden age and talk with those who 
dwell ‘there by ‘ Poetry, Painting, and Music, 
the three powers in man conversing with Par- 
adise which floods did not sweep away.’ ” 

At Lambeth, Mr. Yeats informs the reader, 
William Blake saw the one ghost of his life. 
"When he was talking on the subject of 
ghosts,’ writes Gilchrist, “he was wont to 
gay they did nct appear much to imaginative 
‘men, but only to common mids who did not 
see the finer spirits. A ghost was a thing seen 
by the gross bodily eye, a vision by the men- 
tal.” William Blake told a friend that, stand- 
ing one evening at his garden doar in Lam- 
beth, and changing to look up he saw a hor- 
-rible grim figure ‘‘sealy, speckled, very aw- 
ful,”’ stalking down-stairs towards him. 
Frightened, he took to his heels and ran out 
of the house, 

**Did you ever see a fairy’s funeral?’ said 
Blake to a lady who sat beside him at some 
gathering. ‘ Never, sir.”” ‘I have,’’ was the 
reply. “‘but not before last night. I was 
writing one in my garden. There was a 
great stillness among. the branches and flow- 
ers and more than common sweetness in the 
air. Atilast Isaw the broad leaf of a flower 
move and underneath I saw a procession of 
creatures of the size and color of green and 
gray grasshoppers bearing a body laid ina 
roseleaf, which they buried with songs and 


; disappeared.” 
William Blake died in 1827. His wife sur. 
vived him only two years. . 

Many of the poems in this volume are sim- 
ple, fresh, and sweet, considering the dry and 
artificial period in which they were written. 
As for the ** prophetic books ’’ which are sub- 
joined to the poems they are too cryptic; one 
can make nothing of them. Two poems are

namely: the development of machinery, the in- 
ieee subdivision of employments, and the 
perfected codperation of the workers, the lat- 
term being another name for per- 
fected | discipline. Hence the conditions 
which the agitator calls those of slavery are 
essential to the production of the wealth that 
is to constitute the heritage of the workers. 
Under the sighed-for conditions no part of a 
factory or workshop would be the private 
property of a worker, any more than a train is 
the private property of any shareholder in the 
railroad. is ownership would mean merely 
that he was entitled toa share in the protits and 
toone vote out of a thousand in electing the 
managers. But however the managers were 
chosen, he would have to obey their orders, 
and probably their discipline would be stricter 
than that of any private owner. If the Social- 
ist dream were realized all the workers in the - 
country would collectively own all the capi- 
tal, plant, raw materials, ete., but their 
use of it would have to be regulated by 


a Soa body—namely: the state. The 


managers and taskmasters would all be state 
officials. and armed with the powersof the 
state to enforce discipline. The worker would 
be nolessa slave than now and might find 
himself more so, After deducting for doub.- 
lings in the count the annua! incomes in the 
United Kingdon aggregate about $6,000,000,- 
000. That is about $164 for each inhabitant if 
it were equally divided. As this would be les- 
sened by amounts now allowed for publie ex- 
penditures it would leave a little less than $5 
per week for each adult male and two-thirds 
of that for every adult female. But Mr, Gif- 
fen’s estimates show that not more than 23 
per cent of the wage-earnersin that country 
earn less than this amount, so that the equal 
division would not secure the greatest good 
to the greatest number. Then an equality 
could not be effected without allowing 
for children as well as adults, and were it 
established tomorrow it could not be main- 
tained fora month. | Also, different kinds of 
occupation require unequal expenditures from 
those engaged in them, so that the inevitable 
inequality of needs would make equality im- 
possible. The fundamental difference be- 
tween ability and labor is not the one which 
first strikes the observation. -It is that labor 
is a kind of exertion on the part of the indi- 
vidual which begins and ends with each sep- 
arate task it is employed upon, while ability 
is a kind of exertion on the part of the iadi- 
vidual which is capable of affecting simul- 
taneously the labor of an indefinite number 
of individuals, and thus hastening or perfect- 
ing the accomplishment of an indefinite num- 
ber of tasks. 

Most of the statistics noted are for the 
Brifish Islands, and the discussion of the land 
problem there is a very different thing from, 
what would be germane to conditions in the 
United States.

How to Stady History. 

The latest volume in the International Edu- 
eation Series is ‘*‘Howto Study and Teach 
History,”’ a useful book, dealing with an im- 
portant subject. Itis written by B. A. Hins- 
dale, Professor of the Art and Science of 
Teaching in the University.of Michigan, the 
author of *“* Schools and Studies,’’ ** The Old 
Northwest,” and other works. Prof. Hins- 
dale divides studies into the instrumental, the 
disciplinary, the gyidance, and the culture 
groups, and points out how the study of 
history ranks high in all those groups. It 
nowledge, which is of great 

value. It trains the memory and 

iplines the im yryroes and the thinking 

faculties, and finally it inspires that patriotic 

sentiment or love of country which is one of 

the most powerful of agencies and contrib- 

utes towards making men ‘steadfast pillars 
of the ’state,”’ | 

The most important and difficult task in the 
teaching of history, says the author, is the 
selection of materials. The facts presented 
to the child of elementary school age must be 
simple and presented in an interesting way. 
The pictorial and poetical elements of history 
must be thrown into the foreground. ‘The 
mind more readily seizes hold of individuals 
than groups of individuals. Washimgton on 
his eampaigns will hold the youthful mind 
more ciosely than the Continental Con- 
gress or the Federal convention discussing 
and adopting resolutions.”’ Gradually, as the 
pupil grows older, personal agents should be 
leas prominent, and the conceptions of so- 
ciety and the Nation brought forward. 
But the teacher must bear in mind 
constantly the fact that ‘“a bit of 
romance, poetry, anecdote, or § story, 
will often throw more light upon a_ historical! 
situation or let you deeper into a man’s* heart 
or life than a page of careful analysis.”” The 
elements of text-book lessons and oral illus. 
tration should blended thoroughly, avoid- 
ing fact-cramming on the one part and flow- 
ing talk on the ether. The main thing the 
teacher of history in the primary school has 
to do, and largely so in the secondary school, 
is to teach facts, which are the foundations of 
the whole after structure, but the facts must 
be well chosen and the edge of the child’s 
mind must not be biunted with mere tables 
of dates and other ing estible material. 

_ Historical facts shou ig be grouped or organ- 
ized with reference to time, place, and cause 
and effect. Therefore Prof. Hinsdale seeks 
to instruct the teacher first: How many and 
what dates he should teach and how to teach 
them ; second, how to write geography with 
history, and third, he cautions him that causes, 
reasons, and theories must in no case be put 
in front of the facts, and that the logical 
faculty may be employed with altogether too 


the physical causes which act in history—the 
climate, the productions which a coun- 
try offers to human effort, etc.—nor disre- 
gard the human causes that act in history, 
for “*human nature sums up the thain his- 
toric Causes and agents.’’ Then the profes- 
sor sums up the qualities which make the suc- 
cessful teacher. He must have a retentive 
memory, logical power to analyze and group 
facts, enthusiasm for the subject,’ sound judg- 
ment, clear insight into character and life, 
devotion to truth, persistence, vivid imagina- 
tion, and a copious supply of clear aud simple 
language. If these are the necessary qualifica- 
Gions of a teacher it is not surprising that his- 
tory is poorly taught. The last half of the book 
gives an idea—beginning with the historical 
geography of the New World, and drawing the 
outlines of some important chapters of Amer- 
ican history—of the way in which history 
should be taught in accordance with the prin. 
ciples previously laid down. The author has 
had specially in mind the elementary and 
secondary teachers. It is to be hoped for the 
benefit of American youth that they will get 
and study carefully this admirable book.

Manual of Linguistics. . 

Prof.-John Clark of the High School of 
Dundee, Scotland, has done valuable service 
in compiling a manual which gives a concise 
account of general and English phonology. 
The author says it would bean easy thing to 
describe the work as consisting of bits of 
etymological eaviare indifferently dressed, 
and it must be admitted that a great part of 
the matter is dry reading to al' except those 
who wish to obtain a correct knowledge of 
the whence and wherefore of words, - Yet the 
mere general reader should be able to peruse 
the introduction with great interest, 
as it discusses the culture and orig- 
inal home of the Aryans, and presents 
some of the data from which the 
conclusions have been drawn. For instance, 
there is not among languages of the Aryan 
stock the general agreement in agricultural 
terms that exists in the case of purely cattle 
terms, such as cow and sheep, but there is 
strong agreement in the language of the 
Kuropean members of the stock. Conse- 
quently language forbids us to attribute ag- 
riculture, as an art, to the Aryans in the orig- 
inal home, but warrants usin asserting that 
the Europeans made common advances in 
that art. Besides this we find among peoples 


_of historic times just what we should expect 


in legatees of nomadic customs, which. did 
not recognize private property in land. Many 
terms for agricultural implements can be 
traced back to non-metallic materials, numer- 
ous names proving that wood stiffened, if re- 
quired, with ‘stone answered every 
necessary purpose of agriculture 
The nomadic, life attributed to the 
Aryans is shadowed forth in the corre- 
spondence of terms that have to do with 
wagon building. The Aryans had huts, and 
word-com parisons show the material to have 
been of wood orclay. The terms for stone 
and window are imported intosomeof the 
earlier languages. They wore skins for cloth- 
ing, and the art of felting was known to the 
European section. Wool, and possibly flax, 
was known to the early people, and they had 
terms for plaiting (perhaps weaving) and 
spinning. Sewing of so:ne sort was practiced, 
but the tunic was not originally worn. First 
the skin, and afterward a stretch of woolen or 
flaxen material was thrown over the left 
shoulder. The Aryans were flesh-eaters and 
knew how to roast their meat, also they 
drank milk, buf do not seem to have knuwn 
how to make butter and cheese. They used 
honey and an _  intoxicant made froin 
it. Probably they had made a beginning in 
trade by barter, but their trade was overland 
or along the banks of the rivers. They did 
not know of the sea. In the very early times 
among them wives were procured by capture, 
and the family was one in which relationship 
through male connection was the title to 
membership. There was a very early 
acknowledgment of such relationships. Asa 
political unit family meant an aggregate of 
several households controlled by a pater- 
familias. Before the disruption the econ- 
stituents of the Aryan race, each a potential 
nation, may be sup to have deveioped 
tribal organization to have pos- 
sessed tribal solidarity. They had deities 
and two seasons, and measured the months 
by nights and the years by junar months, The 
author says the earliest sounds used by maa 
for communication were probably in the main 
manufactured on the spot for the needs of the 
moment.

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PROBLEM OF SMOKE. 


SIMEON BISSELL DISONSSES A SUB- 
JEOT OF INTEREST, 


He Argues for the Down-Draft Furnace, 
but Says It Has Not Yet Been Brought 
to a State of Perfection—The Stoker Sys- 
tem Does Not Utilize the Hydro-Car- 
bon GaseA Number of Scientific Points 
Presented in a Clear Manner. 

_ Pittsburg Leader: Simeon Bissell, who is 
not only a scientific msician but is a careful 
thinker along the lines of other sciences, has 
written the tollowing interesting article at the 
solicitation of inquirers who are asking ques- 
tions concerning the smoke nuisance: 

Editor Leader: Ina great manufacturing 
place like Pittsburg, where forests of tall 
chimneys may be seen contipually dis- 
charging dense volumes of unconsumed 
carbon, the buildings present a 
dingy appearance, and the very 
air is heavy with noxious vapors laden with 
reckless wastes of solid matter obtained at 
great cost and the exercise of much physical 


labor. In the country where the sound of 


the artisan’s hammer is seldom heard verdant 
fields and leafy trees experie to some ex- 
tent the blighting influence of this black pol, 
luting plague, for not only do the clouds of 
smoke blow over the city boundaries. but lo- 
comotives, as they speed along, carry with 
them a trailing flag of smoke by day illumi- 
nated by sparks of fire by night. 

Many schemes have been suggested and nu- 
merous experiments tried in order to over- 
come this tremendous waste and establish at 
once a system of economy and comparative 
Gomfort, but by the complications of some 
and the entire unfitness of othera none have 
been successful so far for general use, 

It is not my intention to produce a disqui- 
sition on the. chemical action of burning 
fuel, as such a treatment would be 
too technical in its character for 
the average reader, but simply to state some 
of the common causes of ineffective com bus- 
tion and the resulting waste of valuable gases, 
and also to explain or rather suggest means 
whereby coal may be used to the best ad- 
vantage and. with little or no smoke. Among 
the many causes of waste in the combustion 
of fuel is the injudicious use of air, and, al- 
though its presence is absolutely necessary, 
more is usually admitted than required, and 
as a consequence carbonic oxide biended with 
other rich gases is driven off and discharged 
throtgh the chimney. 

The genera! pian is to allow all air passing 
into a turnace to enter by and through the 
ash pit, which air on rising above the grate is 
supposed to mingle with the gases of the fuel 
and intensify combustion. This method is 
exceedingly crude and in the light of reason 
ought not to be tolerated. 

It is well known that flame cannot exist be- 
low a temperature of 800° and as gases rising 
from burning fuel must be inflamed in order 
to make them available as a heat-producing 
agency it is obvious that if chr ge oe with 
cold air, or anythi-g capable of absorbing 
heat, the combustion of these gases will be 
greatly interfered with and the flame nearly 
if not wholly extinguished. 

Gas issuing from a tube cannot be ignited 
by a red-hot poker, because the igniting tem- 
perature of the gas is somewhat above that 
point; therefore, we should hardly be justified 
in attempting to light the gas with a cold 
poker, although this is about what we do in 
practice by allowing a current of cold air to 
improperly enter the -furnace,’ chill, and 
quench the flames. 

While we recognize the fact that below a 
certain temperature fuel gases wiil not burn 
we bring cold surfaces and rapid absorbents 
of heat into their midst when we know that 
such gases require a high temperature for 
their combustion—we do not exactly try to 
light our gas with acold poker, but we kill 
the flame of our fuel with cold air. 

In the proper combustion of fuel two 
essential conditions are to be observed; we 
must haveahigh initial temperature at the 
foci of combustion; thatis, at the points 
where the solid fuei is burnt and also at those | 
ny where the ga 

fter the heat cause ha 
must strive to get its effect.

f in a Bunser burner a piece of wire gauze 
be held through which the usual mixture of 
air and gas is allowed to ascend, such gauze 
will abstract so much heat from the gas below 
that it cannot be ignited. Now, a piece of 
gauze is merely a closely congregated series 
of small tubes, and if instead of gauze we use 
tubes it wili be found that fame becomes ex- 
tinguished on entering them. A Davy lamp 
in a coal mine, when surrounded by ex- 
plosive gases, does not prevent those gases 
from naturally passing ough the gauze en- 
compassing the lamp any more than it does 
the air that keeps it weg oh 

Should the gases finding their way to the in- 
side of @he lamp become inflamed they fail to 
fire the gas of the miue because the low tem. 
perature of the gauze prevents the passage of 
the flame; the coexistence of flame and cold 
bodies seer to be incompatibie. . 

Unlike the instantaneous oxidation of ex- 
plosives the combustion of fuel is a successive 
operation, therefore it should not be burned 
in such a manner as to impede its action. 

If gases arising from burning fuel are al- 
lowed to come against or flow along heat-ab- 
sorbing surfaces, or mingle with the air of 
lower temperature, the ignition of such gas 
will be prevented, but if the air be first raised 
to a proper degree of heat and caused to enter 
the furnace and mingie with the gas under 
certain restrictions and regulations an almost 
perfect combustion will ensue. Thus it ap- 
pears that the value of a fuel does not depend 
so much upon the quantity of air supplied 
thereto as it does upon the condition of that 
air and its mode of application; consequently 
all efforts should be directed to so heating, 
regulating, and distributing the supply of air, 
and combining it with the gas in that propor- 
tion required for a most perfect combustion. 

Where an intense heat is generated in the 
furnace of a steam boiler its effect is some- 
times damaging to the plates and flues of such 
boilers, and the question is raised, ‘** How is it 
possible to prevent the plates directly exposed 
to the fire from being overtaxed?’’ It is very 
evident that if combustion within the furnace 
be diminished the A oy will be less heated, 

this diminishes the potentiality of 
the boiler. The better way is to so 
arrange a system of valves whereby 
the current of air necessary for com- 
bustion may be divided or converted 
into three volumes—one for producing car- 
bonic oxide gas by direct action on the coal; 
one for supporting a semi-combustion in the 
fire chamber: and the other or third volume 
for gay vag oe the combustion in a regen- 
erator. before stated, when highly heated 
air is brought into combination with gas of a 
high temperature a perfect combustion is 
the result, creating a heat of such intensity as 
to readily melt steel. 

But when steam is to be generated such in- 
tense heat-is not only unnecessary but on the 
contrary injurious; therefore, the second vol. 
umé should be so regulated as to simply sup- 
port a semi-combustion in the fire chamber, 
which will be found sufficient. 

When soft coal is heated in a close gas re- 
tort it does not evolve smoke because it is 
distilled and not burned, as it would be if 
supplied with air. To prevent soft coal from 
smoking when thrown into a furnace the 
furnace must be changed into a gas retort by 
so arranging the ash-pit to admit only that 
quantity of air necessary to sustain a slow 
combustion of the fuel and distill the gases, 
which on coming over are to be inflamed’ by 
an intermingling of hot air in a properly con- 
structed combustion chamber. And | however 
intense the heat, if the boiler be provided 
with flues or tubes, the moment the flame en- 
ters them it becomes extinguished and passes 
through simply as very hot smoke. 

Now, if this outgomg smoke or gas be met 
by a third volume of sufficiently heated air it 
will be reignited and a further and complete 
combustion will ensue and the smoke (hydro- 
carbon gas) wholly and entirely consumed. 
The heat resulting from such secondary ac- 
tion may be turned back and utilized by caus- 
ing it to traverse other flues in said boiler,

INCREASE OF STOCK. 


OHIGAGO EDISON OOMPANY WILL 
ISSUE $2,000,000 NEW STOOK, 


Special Meeting Will Be Held Next Month 
-~Cireular from the Management of the 
American Strawboard Company — Ac- 
tivity of the Opposition Appears to Be 
Galling=Steady Stock Market — New 
York Exchange Drops to Par=Other 
Financial News. 

The Chicago Edison company proposes to 
issue $'2,000,000 additional stock, which will 
make the total capital of the company 
$5,000,000. The growing business of the 
company and the extensive additions it is hav- 
ing to inake toplant and service lines make 
this necessary. The rd of Directors has 
passed a resolution as follows: 


Resolved, That it is the judgment of the Board 
of. Directors of this company that an addition of 


- $2,000,000 should be made to the capital stock 


of the company, making the total capital stock 
$5,000,000; that $1,200,000 of said additional 
stock should be offered to stockholders at par, 
subscriptions to be payable in three installments, 
as follows: Fifty per cent‘on April 1, 25 per 
cent June 1, and 25 per cent Aug. 1, and that 
after the allotment of .Y royalty as may be re- 

uired furthe Edison Electric Light company 
the remainder of said additional stock should be 
held in the treasury of the company, to be dis- 
posed of as the Board of Directors shall consider 
for the best interests of the company. 

A special meeting has been called for Feb. 
21 at which the increase will be formally 
voted on. The books of the company will. be 
closed from Feb. 15 to Feb. 23. 

The management of the American Straw- 
board company has sent a circular to the 
stockholders over the signature of 0. C. Bar- 
ber, President, which shows a bitterness indi- 
cating that the tight.of the opposition is gall- 
ing. Below will be found some extracts from 
this circular. It will be a surprise to many of 
the stockholders to learn that the company 
was in a condition last summer to merit the 
consideration of the question of appointing a 
receiver. 

The management of the American Strawboard 
company feels that a great responsibility rests 
upon it, in laying before the stockholders of 
the company facts which should influence them, 
either for or against it, at the approaching elec- 
tion of officers. Such matters as may affect their 
judgment, as to whé can best promote the inter- 
ests of the company, are of importance to the 
company’s stockholders. They feel that the fight 
that has been made against it is untruthful and 
uncalled for,and they take this method of calling 
the stockholders’ attention to the subject. The 
records of the proceedings of the Board of Di- 
rectors will show that Mr, Newcomb has been 
uniforraly in accord in different matters of policy 
affecting the company, which have n voted on 
by its Board of Directors; and if there have been 
any mistakes made in the policy he has na 
barty to it. Such an action on the part of the 
gentieraan should, alone, cause the thinking 
stock holder to at least hesitate and make an in- 
vestigation of the affairs of the company before 
finally casting a vote blindly for a man whose 
merits or demerits are an unknown quantity to 

im. 

Mr. Newcomb, who aspires to be President of 
the corapany, was one of the originators of the 
company and a man of such experience in the 
business as should qualify him to act on its 
Board of Directors in giving assistance to its 
management, but he is so erratic ia his disposi- 
tion, in the judgment of a majority of the board, 
that he would be an unsafe man to put in charge 
of the company’s extensive operations. This we 
can better Hlustrate to our stockholders by as- 
sisting them in the personal investigation of his 
operations while he was Vice-President and Gen- 
eral Munager of the company.

DEMAND FOR BONDS ENCOURAGING. 


Announcement of Heavy Subscriptions for 
the Loan Strengthens the Steck Market. 
New York, Jan. 19.—[Special. }—Although’ the 

general stock market continued dull today it 
showed a rather remarkable change from yester- 
day. There was some early selling, but the turn 
came promptly, and by noon a sharp advance 
was under way. For this the obvious basis was 
the announcement that next month’s government 
loan had already been oversubscribed. This was 
a reasonable basis for encouragement because, 
while few people have doubted t the govern- 
ments credit still stood high, the large 
premium fixed as the upset price for 
the new public loan is such as no foreign 
government has yet ventured to ask, apd 
1s therefore an unusual test of confidence. 
Whether Europe subscribes or not is: of little 
consequence; the factor of foremost financial 
meaning is the double proof presented that 
money in large amounts is here and ready for in- 
vestment, and that despite the havoc wrought in 
government revenue by ay mismanagement an 
recent business panic, the people’s confidence in 
our national resources is unimpaired. 

Today's advance in prices began, as usual, with 
movements against the more extended shorts. 
From such stocks, however, as Reading, Lake 
Shore, and Northwestern. the improvements 
spread throughout the market, 
of the day’s advances. being 
ally large.

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CARLISLE’S BOND ISSUE. 

The determination of Secretary Carlisle to 
sell 60 millions of bonds for gold is highly 
commendable. It is the very wisest and best 
thing he possibly could do under the circum- 
stances, and it.isa pity the action was not 
taken several months ago. If President 
Cleveland had directed him to take that step 
last March or April it would have: prevented 
the money panic that swept over the land and 
did untold harm to the business interests of 
the country. It wou'd have cut short in its in- 
cipiency the rush for gold to be locked up in 
strong boxes in the United States and ex- 
ported to Europe, which rush developed into 
arun on the banks that absorbed out of circu- 
lation much of the paper currency that other- 
wise would have been available for the re- 
quirements of ordinary business operations. 

If Mr. Harrison had been reélected Presi- 
dent he promptly would have snapped out the 
money panic at the start by selling some 
bonds to strengthen the reserve, and would 
have made it known that he was prepared to 
meet any ruton the Treasury for gold. Then 
there would have been no run, either on the 
Treasury or the banks, and the business cur- 
rent would have flowed smoothly along in its 
accustomed channels, unchecked by lack of 
money or lack of confidence in the ability of 
American manufacturers to keep on paying 
good wages to the workers. But President 
Cleveland lacked the sagacity and statesman- 
ship that would have applied the simple 
remedy of a bond issue for financial distrust. 
He frittered away precious months of time 
in peddling out offices to his henchmen 
while the panic gathered so much in 
force and volume that it swept over 
the land, smashing hundreds of banks and 
forcing thousands of business firms to the 
wall, necessitating the closing of. industrial 
establishments all over the country and the 
throwing of vast numbers of toilers out of 
employment, 
done he called on Congress to repeal the pur- 
chasing clause in the Sherman act, and the 
repeal restored confidence in the integrity of 
the currency, but it did not dissipate fast- 
gathering fears as to the effect of the lowering

etatie Wilson bili, which has spread a panic | 
in business circles, intensifymg the previous 


depression so that the total effect in) stopping 
factories, extinguishing furnace fires, etc., is 
shown in the laying off of two millions of 
workers and reducing wages for many of 
these who still find employment. Manu- 
facturers have curtailed or quit production, 
and importing merchants have ceased buying 
foreign goods until they can see what the 
new duties will be and at what prices domestic 
and foreign goods can be sold by themselves 
to the public in competition with foreign 
manufacturers. The consequence is that 
government reserves have failen off enor- 
mously all round, and expenses are greatly 
exceeding the income. This has driven the 
Secretary of the Treasury to draw out and 
spend a large part of the redemption reserve 
fund, and in a few months it would all be 
gone if not replaced by the sale of bonds. 
Democratic demagogues are kicking and 
protesting against this bond sale, but as the 
necessity for itis caused by their low tariff 
bill they have no right to complain. Had 
they let the tariff alone, allowing the business 
of the country to proceed on lines laid down 
by Republican statesmen, there would have 
been no need for selling bonds to pay current 
expenses, as the revenues would have contin- 
ued large enough to meet the wantsiof the 
government. They have created the circum- 
stances out of which has grown a deficiency, 
and the crisis cannot be met honorably or 
even successfully in any other way than by 
the issue of as many bonds as may be re- 
quired to fill the void. The proposed coinage 
of the silver seigniorage would be but a dis. 
graceful makeshift, fraught with peril to the 
stability of our national finances, and there- 
fore not to be thought of favorably;by any hon- 
able man. Itis a thousand pities that Con- 
gtess could not have promptly recognized this 
fact and authorized the issue of 3 per cent gold 
bonds in small denominations that would 
have been taken by the people, and to an 
amount sufficient to bring the gold reserve up 
to 25 per cent of its liability as well as pro- 
vide for the necessary expenditures of the 
government, As Congress did not do this 
the Secretary had to act under authority of 
existing law, and none but shysters or would- 
be repudiators will find fault with him for do- 


ing so.

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THE COMPULSORY SCHOOL LAW. 

The Committee on Compulsory Education 
ot the City School Board reports that it has 
made.during the last four months an earnest 
effort to enforce the law passed at the last 
session of the Legislature providing for the 
compulsory attendance of children, and that 
it has reached the deliberate conclusion that 
the law is ineffective. The committee reports 


‘that the agents were instructed to bring in 


pot merely those children whose parents 
wanted them to go to school and who played 
truant, but also those whose parents while 
able to send them to school were careless 
about doing so or kept them out for sordid 
reasons. 

| When it came to dealing with the latter the 
committee discovers what it regards as a fatal 
defect in the law. It provides that— 

Every person having coatrol of any child be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 14 years shall annually 
cause such child to attend, for at least sixteen 
weeks, twelve of which shall be consecutive, some 
public or private day school. 

According to the report any attempt to 
enforce the law against the children of un- 
willing parents is met by the latter with the 
reply that they intend to send the children to 
school laterin the season, thus making it im- 
possible to do anything before the last sixteen 
weeks of the school year. The committee is 
of the opinion that by the time the proper 
notice is given and the case comes up for 
trial the school year will be so nearly over 
that nothing will be gained so far as the child 
is concerned, 

In this respect the old law. was superior to 
the new one. It provided that the school at- 
tendance should commence ‘with the be- 
ginning of the first term of the school year, 
or as soon thereafter as due notice shall be 
served upon the person.’” Why the framers 
of the new l@w should have omitted this pro- 
vision, to which no exception was taken so far 
as is known, has not been explained. Either 
they did not think about it or it was the de- 
sire of the Democrats to make the law as in- 
effective as possible. - The committee seems 
to think they have done so as far as Chicago 
is concerned, and it is phere that the law is 


“most needed. 


The report points out a way, however, in 
which some good may be! gotten out of the 
law. After stating that a suit brought during 
the last sixteen weeks of the school year will 
not benefit the child, it adds that “the suit 
may be a warning, however, to parents for 
another year.”’ The penalty for a willful 
neglect of duty on the part of a parent isa 
fine of from a dollar to $20. If a heavy fi 
were imposed undoubtedly the effect woffid 
be a healthful one. Many parents would take 
no chance the followmg year, having learned 
that the law was not to be fooled with. There- 
fore the board ought to bring suits’in all the 
cases it can and press them, so as to teach 
these bad parents a much-needed lesson. 
When the Legislature reassembles it will no 
doubt amend the law so as to remedy the de. 
fect the committee mentions.

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EFFECTS oF PANIC ON PRICES. 

The New York Bulletin gives a list of prices 
of prominent articles of consumption for the 
beginning of last April and the close of the 
year, the interval of nine months embracing 
the money panic and the terrible trade de- 
pression of 1893. The prices named are 
those quoted at New York at wholesale, so 
that they are affected, by transportation 
charges from the interior for the leading arti- 
cles of domestic produce, but the differences 
would not be much altered by taking the quo- 
tations in other markets of the United States. 
In the aine months there was a decline rang- 
ing from zeroon steel rails, leather, and pig 
tin (the fall of $5 in steel rails being only 
nominal) to 23!¢ per cent on wool and mess 
pork. The list of declines includes nearly 20 
per cent on lard, 17 per cent on wheat, and 
18 per cent on corn. There was a drop of 24 
percent in print cloths and 20 per cent in 
brown sheetings, but it is not fair to include 
these in the general average, as they began 
last year at abnormally high prices, and the 
different makes of bleached shirtings de- 
clined only from 11 to 4 per cent. There was 
a considerable increase in the amount of 
Southern cotton machinery, on which account 
brown sheetings and other coarse cotton 
goods were in great supply. Raw cotton de- 
clined ‘but 6 per cent, while cotton-seed oil 
fell off 3544 per cent, owing to the multipli- 
cation of oil mills in the South. Similarly there 
was a speculative holding up of wheat in the 
early part of the year, so that the drop in

Hence the fall in prices due to the causes 
which brought about the panic may be set 
down as amounting to about 10 to 1244 per 
cent for the average of those things affected 
by it, the list including copper, lead, spelter, 
spirits of turpentine, quinine, quicksilver, and 
refined sugar. Some articles on the list ad- 
vanced, notably petroleum 17.3 per cent, be- 
cause of a short supply in some of the Ameri- 
can fields and an unusually large foreign de- 
mand; coffee;7 per cent, because of the war 
in Brazil, and rice 13.5 @er cent, on account 
of the destruction of much of the American 
crop by the storms of last summer and per- 
haps partly by the stiffening of rupee prices 
in India, Foundry pig tin advanced nearly 2 
per cent, as the price in April was very low 
and the supply’ was kept down by the blowing 
out of furnaces as the business became duil.

wages they will have abundant cause to re- 
gret their folly during long and weary months 


to come,’ 


—— 
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PERVERTING A DECISION. 

Congressman Wilson saysin his article in 
the Forum in defense of his biil that its sup- 
porters— 

Are unflinching believers in the simple truth 
that all taxes exacted from the taxpayer should 
be for public purposes alone; and that they ac- 
cept with equal heartiness the correlative truth 
laid down in the oft-quoted decision of the Su- 
preme Court, that ‘‘to lay with one hand the 
power of the government on the property of the 
citizens and with the other to bestow it upon 
favored individuals to aid private enterprises and 
to build wp private fortunes, is none the less a 
robbery because it is done under the forms of 
law and is called taxation.’ 

Like other Democrats who have referred to 


the “oft-quoted decision of the Supreme 
Court,”’ Mr. Wilson fails to state the facts on 
which that decision was based, what was actu- 
ally decided, and where the decision is to be 
found. Naturally he failed to give that in- 
formation, for then the quotation would not 
have answered his purpose. It would be an 
argument against him, not for him. 

‘The Constitution of Kansas authorized city 
councils to encourage the establishment of 
manufactories by the direct appropriation of 
money, or by the issue of bonds, the money 
with which to pay interest on and to redeem the 
latter to be raised by general taxation. The City 
of Topeka authorized the issue of bonds to the 
amount of $100,000 to helpa wrought-iron 
bridge establishment. Interest was paid on 
the bonds for a year and then the city default- 
ed. Asavings association, into whose hands 
they had passed, sued the city, The decision 
of the Supreme Court will be found in Vol, 
87, Supreme Court Reports. 

The court held that the Kansas statute un- 
Jer which the bonds were issued was uncon- 
stitutional, not because it violated any pro- 
vision of the State Constitution, but because 
it attacked one of the rights which are beyond 
the control of the State in every free govern- 
ment—because the property of the citizen was 
taken under the guise of taxation to pay bonds 
given in aid of the enterprises of individuals, 
which were, not of a public character. The 
court stated that it had sastained the validity 
of bonds, voted by municipalities in aid of 
railroads only because the building of roads 
was for a public purpose, the roads beimg run 
for public purposes though built by private 
parties. And the court said finally: ** This is 
not legislation. Itis a decree under legisla- 
tive forms. Nor is it taxation,”’ by which 
alone the property of the citizen can be taken. 

What has this decision to do with protective 
duties? Those duties produce revenue which 
is used for the support of the Federal Govern- 
ment. The Democrats claim that the tariff is 
a tax and they denounce “ tariff taxation.” 
But the fault found by the Supreme Court 
with what was. done under, the void Kansas 
statute was that it was not taxation. The 
court said *‘ there can be no lawful tax which 
is not laid for a public purpose.”’ The pres- 
ent tariff duties are imposed for the public 
purpose of producing revenue for the support 
of the government. They did produce near- 
ly two hundred millions while the ‘Repub- 
licans managed the affairs of the Nation. In- 
cidentally those duties give protection to cer- 
tain American industries and the millions of 
people employed in them. They protect tho 
American wage. scale in protected industries 
and also protect the wage ecale of all Ameri- 
can workingmen in non-protected industries, 

Mr. Wilson knows very well that this de- 
cision has nothing to do with the tariff ques- 
tion. That is why he quotes merely a scrap 
from it. So much have he and other Demo- 
erats been in the habit of using that quaga- 
tion in attacking the protective principle that 
he cannot refrain from using it now in an 
article in which he defends his own bill—a 
bill which does in a less degree what the Mc- 
Kinley law does. The latter, for instance, 
has a sugar bounty clause. Mr. Wilson pro- 
poses tg continue paying that bounty on a 
diminishing scale for some years. Is not 
that “‘ bestowing money on favored individ- 
uals” in Louisiana and “aiding private en- 
terprises’’ in that State? Evidently Mr, Wil- 
son does not believe in the applicability of 
the Supreme Court decision to the payment 
of bounties to Louisiana sugar planters. 

The next tine that he refers to the Supreme 
Court decision in question he ought to have 
the honesty to tell—if he knows—just what it 
related to, precisely what the reasons of the 
court were for making the decision it did, and 
where that decision is to be found, 


THE COUNTY COURT QUESTION. 

The Supreme Court does not say in its de- 
cision in the Wentworth avenue sewer case 
that the Legislature has no power to authorize 
two County Judges to hold court in ‘one 
county at the same time. It says: 

We waive the consideration of the question 
whether under the Constitution the Legislature 
has the power to authorize the County Court of 
one county in this State to divide itself into two 
branches, and hold sessions of both branches at 
the same time, one presided over by the regular 
County Judge of the county and the other pre- 
sided over by the County Judge of another county 
called in for that purpose. It is sufficient for the 
purpose Of the present case to say that such au- 
thority is not conferred by the act of the Legisla- 
ture to which our attention has been called. 


The act in question says that in case of the 
absence, death, resignation, or inability of a 
County Judge an outside Judge may do the 
work till the Judge returns to duty or the 
vacancy is filled, As none of these contin- 
gencies hafl arisen, but Judge Scales was 
holding court, the Supreme Court held that 
no outside Judge could act. 

Therefore it cannot be said with certainty 
that “‘ the Legislature is not competent under 
the letter of the Constitution to authorize the 
relief required in this county,’’ and that * the 
Constitution must be amended before the Leg- 
islature can act.’? The Supreme Court can de- 
cide the question either way it pleases. The Con- 
stitution neither affirms nor denies the power of 
the Legislature to authorize County Courts to 
have branches when necessary. These being 
the facts it is quite needless for ** the Govern- 
or to call a special session ot the Legislature 
to take preliminary steps for a constitutional 
convention ’ nominally to enable a County 
Court to have branches really to’remodel the 
organic iaw to suit the corporate interests 
which chafe against its restrictions and Chi- 
cago tax-eaters who would like to get legisla- 
tion which would enable them to increase 
the debt and taxes of this city. é

BRITISH PROBATE FEES. 

Ninety-four Radica! members of the British 
Parliament have petitioned Sir William Har- 
court, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, to re- 
vise the legacy, probate, and succession duties 
so as to obtain more revenue, and thus meet 
the threatened deficit of this year’s budget. 
They propose, we are told— 

A graduated scale of duties, excepting estates 
of less than £500 ami increasing the rate on 
larger estates. 
would be taxed 4 per cant, those of £500,000 
would be taxcd 10 percent. According to the 
Radical plan real estates and personal ptoperty 
would be subjected to the same rate of taxation. 

The probate, succession, and legacy duties 
are now arranged in 4 most complicated way. 
The probate duty is charged only on personal, 
not real, property at the rate of 2 per cent 
on estates of $2,500 and under, 214 per cent 
on estates of from $2,500 to $5,000, and 3 
per cent on estates above $5,000. This 
realized the enormous amount of £4,827,336 
in 1891. The legacy duty deals with person- 
alty and the succession duty with real proper- 
ty, and they are charged at rates varying ac- 
cording to the relationship of the legatee to 
the deceased. The rates for legacy duties are 
as follows:

Thus it appears that the personalty of a 
merchant is charged at a much higher rate of 
duty than the estate of aland-owner. The 
legacy duty is also charged on the full value 
of the personalty, while the succession duty is 
charged only upon the life interest of the leg- 
atee. Thus onan estate valued at $10,000 
the succession duty, it the legacy falls toa 
person of 21 years of age, is only assessed on 
a valuation of $5.600; if the age is 50 the as- 
sessment is on $3,728. The whole affair is 
juggled in the interest of the land-owner. Sir 
William Harcourt’s Radical friends would 
have this changed. They want real estate 
and personal property subjected to the same 
rate of probate duties. It is understood that 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer is in perfect 
agreement with his friends. He probably 
will assent to their proposals. But the Tory

THE WAGE-CUTTING WILSON BILL. 

The senior Democratic organ ‘says that.the 
reductions in wages which are goimg on all 
over the United States at present are not due 
to the anticipation of the passage of the Wil- 
son bill but to the fact that labor will accept 
less than it has been receiving, It says ** man- 
ufacturers are paying today exactly what they 
always have paid and always will pay—name- 
ly: the lowest wage thet labor will accept.”’ 
That is true, and it is also true that labor will 
not work except for the highest wages the 
manufacturer can be forced to give. And the 
manufacturer, rather than shut up his works 
and let his plant deteriorate, will pay the high- 
est rate of wages compatible with securing a 
small profit. There is a debatable land in 
wages over which capital and labor fight back 
and forth, sometimes the former winning and 
sometimes the latter. 

But why is it that at this moment labor is 
willing to accept wages from 20 to 40 per 
cent lower than it has been getting? Labor, 
especially when ‘* organized,” does not take 
lower wages voluntarily. It takes them only 
when it knows that it cannot do better, It 
takes them only when it is convinced that the 
employer cannot pay more. As long as it 
thinks he can pay more it maintains a stub- 
born fight. When the mmanufacturer is doing 
a good business and making money the work- 
men know it and they demand higher wages, 
alleging that he can afford to pay them. 
| Rather than stop work he generally yields. 
But when the manufacturer must ha¥e cheap- 
er labor or shut down he insists on a lower 
wage scale, and when the employés under- 
atand the situation they, give in. . 

They are giving in now. They are accept- 
ing lower wages most reluctantly because 
they are convinced that the employer cannot 
pay more than he offers, If they thought he 
could they would keep up the fight. But the 
men who are going back for lower wages are 
satisfied he cannot pay more, and they believe 
they know why. They se® that the manufact- 
urer will have to offer the goods he is making 
now at prices lower than those he has been 
getting, because within a few months he will 
have to compete with foreign foods offered 
at lower prices than formerly, since the duties 
on them will be lower. 

The workingmen have accepted the highest 
wages they can get. That they cannot get 
better wages is due not so much to the unwilil- 
ingness as to the inability of the employer. 
He will pay any rate of wages if after having 
paid them he can sell ata profit. That is the 
sine qua non. But he will not be able to sell 
except at a loss if he pays the old rate, for he 
is threatened with the immediate competition 
of foreign goods offered more cheaply than 
before because of the Wilson bill. That bill 
is what has cut down waves.

THE caieinebiaaeh aiistaaal station of Ne- 
braska reports that the so-called Russian this- 
tle has obtained a strong foothold in that 
State and is spreading with such rapidity that 
it threatens to becomea serious farfin pest.

WEST PARK TAX VALID | 


JUDGE MOONNELUS DECISION IN 
THE BOULEVARD TAX (ASE 


Ohjecting Owners of Frontage Must Pay 
the Special Levy of Not to Exceed 25 
Cents a Front Foot, Unless the Supreme 
Court Reverses the Figding—Defend- 
ants Will Appeal—QOld Boodle Cases 
Are Settled=Cross Bill Affecting the 
National Building Association. 


Residents of the West Side having boule- 
yard frontage will have to pay the tax for the 
maintenance of boulevards unless the Su- 
preme Court reverses the decision made yes- 
terday by Judge McConnell. The suit was 
commenced recently by William E. Mason 
and over 200 boulevard property-owners to 
restrain the spreading of the tax and its col- 
lection. Yesterday *the motion for an injunc- 
tion was argued before Judge M cConnell and 
denied by the court, Attorneys for the West 
Park Board were given leave to amend the 
pleadings in the case so the matter may be 
presented to the Supreme Court at the March 
term, it being the intention of the property- 
owners to carry up the case. 

The position taken by complainants’ attor- 
neys was that the authority to levy a special 
tax given the Park Board by the act of 1891 

void because the board was not a cor- 
porate authority of either the Town of West 
Chicago or the City of Chicago. Counsel 
maintained that, even assuming the Legis- 
lature had such power, the tax could not be 
raised in the manner proposed.’ When the 
consent of the property-owners was given to 
turn over the streets to the Park Board the 
law provided for genefal taxation and special 
assessments only. Such a transfer of the 
property was in reality a contract which could 
not subsequently be modified without the con- 
sent of the people as well as the Legislature 
in its behalf, 

In denying the injunction Judge McConnell 
held that it was within the authority of the 
Legislature to change the mode of taxation 
by the act of 1891, as the power of taxation 
generally had been voted upon by the people 
when the streets were converted to ule- 
vards. The tax for maintenance and repair 
was simply a tax applied in one of the many 
modes in which taxes might be levied. The 
West Chicago Park Board, he also held, was 
the corporate authority of the Town of West 
Chicago for park and boulevard purposes. 

Ex-County Judge Richard Prendergast, who 
was retained as special counsel for the Purk 
Commissioners, said: **If the decision had 
been otherwise the Commissioners would have 
been compelled to allow the boulevards to 
have fallen into neglect, owing to the small 
amount of general taxes raised for park and 
boulevard uses. The great majority of the 
boulevard property-owners do not object to 
the tax. Only 210 are complainants out of a 
total of 8,000. Thetax is not to exceed 25 
ecentsa front foot. From the fact that the 
Park Board controls the boulevards there is 
not a single property-owner who does not re- 
ceive benefits largely in excess of any tax he 
is called upon to’ pay: Land fronting on the 
boulevards is by the lowest estimate one-third 
more in value than it would be did it front on 
a common street.”’ 

Attorney William E. Mason said he would 
take the case to the Supreme Court, where, 
he was confident, the position of the property- 
owners would be maintained. ** This decision 
of Judge McConnell’s,” he said, “simply 
passes on the right of a court of chancery in 
the case. My chents will not pay the assess- 
ment and when’ the rolls go before the County 
Court for confirmation and judgment we wili 
have a clear defense in law. Decisions of the 
Supreme Court which heretofore have been 
followed by the County Judge give no mu- 
nicipal corporation a right to levy a special 
tax on abutting property for the maintenance 
of streets and boulevards.”’ 


OLD BOODLE CLAIMS ARE SETTLED, 


Some Adjusted by Stipulation and Others 
by Partial Payments. 

In accordance with a resolution recently 
passed by the County Commissioners the 
celebrated boodle claims, which have been 
pending in the courts since 188, were set- 
tled in court yesterday. County Attorney 
Judd, acting under instructions from the 


board, appeared in Judge Baker’s court yes- 


terday afternoon with the attorney of the 
First National Bank, which is the plaintiff in 
the suits, the warrants upon which the litiga- 
tion arose having been transferred to the 
bank. Some of the suits were settled by 
stipulation and the others by the payment of 
a portion of the original claim made in the 
suits commenced by the bank. The suit 
brought by William J. McGarigle for tlie use 
of the bank for payment of a warrant 
amounting to $480 for services as Warden at 
the County Hospital was dismissed. The 
claim of Edward 8S. McDonald for $1,077 
for services as engineer of the County Hos- 
pital was settled by the payment of $937 by 
the County Attorney to the bank. 
A judgment of $285 owas = rendered 
against and paid by the county 
in the suit of Bartholomew & Co. for 
the recovery of $649 for steam-pipe covering 
at the County Hospital and Insane Asylum. 
Two of the suits which were commenced were 
also dispused of before Judge Smith. An- 
other claim of Ed McDonald for $625 for 
services as engineer at the County Hospital 
was settled by the payment of a judgment 
for the full amount. Druggist Murphy’s 
clafm for $86 for services at the County 
Hospital was dismissed. This method of dis- 
posing of the claims was arrived at after con- 
sultation with the attorneys for the First 
National Bank, which has been pressing for a 
trial or settlement for a long time,

HOW WOULD MRS. DOMINIS DO IT? 


Speculations as to the Way Lil Would Do 
the Beheading Act. 

New York Sun: At the famous secret in- 
terview between Mr. Willis and Mrs. Dominis 
on the 13th of last November, as reported by 
him in his dispatch No. 3, the woman refused 
to grant amnesty to the civilized men who 
threw her off the Hawaiian throne in case 
Mr. Cleveland succeeded in his conspiracy to 
restore her to sovereignty. ‘*“‘My decisions 
would be as the law directs,”’ she said, “ that 
such persons ‘should be beheaded and their 


property confiscated to the government,” 

Undoubtedly the woman was justified in 
thus demanding that the law should take its 
course, and in refusing to depart from it even 
to secure the prize of the throne at the hands 
of Mr. Cleveland, her fellow conspirator. 
‘*T have no legal right to do that,” she told 
Mr. Willis, “‘and I would not do it.” She 
knew, too, that she could have no security on 
the throne if she did not put these Americans 
to death, them and their children. If they 
were out of the way she might reign in peace 
with absolute’ power, and the only effectual 
method of iting rid of them was to kill 
them. If the¥Y were amnestied they would be 
left on hand totumble her off the throne 
again, and she knew they would do it. Like 
a sensible woman, therefore, she insisted on 
cutting their heads off as soon as Mr. Cleve- 
land should in put the crown on her head. 

Her Grand High Executioner wouid be, of 
course, her (aE ate Wilson, who was her 
Marshal while she was Queen, and who shares 
her views as to the proper method of dealing 
with the obnoxious Americans. In an inter- 
view with Mr. Willis Dec. 6 this Wilson out- 
lined the plan of procedure in the restoration 
as agreed upon by him and his mistress. It 
was for Mr. Cleveland to order our naval 
commander to land his forces, capture ‘“ all 
the officers and men ”’ of the provisional gov- 
ernment, and turn them over to her Majesty's 
government to be dealt with by a court spe- 
cially appointed for that ag ool This court 
he calmly explained to Mr. Willis would be 
** a court under martial law.”’ 

The plan, therefore, was to slaughter these 
Americans summarily, and thus humanely 
save them from the agonies of suspense. Mr. 
Cleveland would capture and bind them, the 
drum-head court martial would promptly 
condemn them to death, and then Grand 
High Executioner Wilson would cut their 
heads off. The scene would be bloody and 
heartrending,-but it would soon be over. 

The exact method by which the beheading 
would be done, whether by the ax, the sword, 
or the guillotine, was not explained by Mrs. 
Dominis or her paramour. Considering that 
the numbet of captives to be beheaded would 
be large, Fonte, the intention of the 
Grand igh Executioner was to use 
the sword. An expert Chinese heads. 
man will cut off a hundred headsin about as 
many seconds. The condemned are made to 
kneel in a line, their hands are tied behind 
their backs, and then this functionary whisks 
off their heads in a jiffy, proceeding rapidly 
from one to another, and doing the job in 
each case with a single stroke of his terrible 
weapon. In wholesale executions like those 
proposed to Mr. Cleveland by Mrs. 
Dominis and Paramour Wilson this Chi- 
nese plan is probably the best that 
could be adopted. Mr. Cleveland was to 
capture the Americans at 10 o’clock in the 
morning. They could at once be brought be- 
fore the already organized court-martial, and 
having been caught in the act of rebellion 
against Mrs. Dominis they could be con- 
demned ina lump and in a few minutes, and 
by 11 o’clock Wilson could easily have their 
heads off. Ascompared with this summary 
method of execution, chopping their heads off 
ona block with an ax, or beheading them 
with a guillotine, one by one, would be a slow 
and tiresome process. The sooner they were 
out of the way the better it would be for Mrs. 
Dominis. So long as they were above ground 
she could have no chance of reigning over 
Hawaii. 

What would be done with theslain after 
their heads had been dissevered from their 
bodies? Mrs, Dominis isa stickler for the 
traditional fashions of Hawaii, and it may 
have been her intention toeat them. The 
ancient custom of her peopie’ was to devour 
the hearts and livers of warriors slain in 
battle; and doubtless in her magna- 
nimity she would give even to Presi- 
dent Dole and his American followers 
the distinction of being warriors and 
entitled to such treatment after death. It 
Was customary also to reserve for the chief 
the left eye of the victim of a human sacri- 
fice, as an especially choice delicacy, though 
when the great warrior Kamehameha I. died 
in 1819 the assembled subordinate chiefs de- 
liberated over the advisability of eating the 
whole of his body. Liliuokalani would prob- 
ably expect at least the left eye of President 
Dole. Another Hawaiian practice was to 
collect and keep the bones of the slain as 
trophies after they had been picked clean, 
manufacturing them into fish hooks or arrow 
points, with which to shoot mice, a-favorite 
diversion of the olden time. 

If Mr. Cleveland should succeed by secret 
strategy and closet conspiracy in putting Mrs. 
Dominis back on the throne, as his *“ sense 
of justice”’ requires, undoubtedly she will 
carry out her original program of beheading 
her enemies. Hehad no more right to im- 
ae conditions on her than George Francis 

rain has. Her promise of amnesty was 
wrung from her under duress, and shétould 
justify herself in disregarding it. Besides, as 
she said, she must execute the laws, and Mr. 
Cleveland can neither make laws for her nor

BAD OUTLOOK FOR OWNERS OF BIG 
TARGET RISKS. 


Four Companies Which Have Been Fur- 
nishing Indemnity Mave Retired from 
the Field Within Sixty Days<Hartford 
Board Orders a Charge for Use of Un- 
protected Are Lamps<One New Orleans 
Company Shows a Loss on Underwrit- 
ing-=Michigan Suits Settled, 

The owners of big Chicago target risks, who 


to get insurance, and who have been forced to 
piece out with policies in Lloyds, mutuals, 
and unauthorized companies, are not pleased 
with the outlook. Within sixty days four 
compe.nies of reputation which have been fur- 
nishing indemnity to Chicago merchants have 
retired from the field. The Mannfacturerg’ 
and Builders’ Insurance company retires, and 
the Alamo of Texas, the Oakiand Home of 
California, and the German of Quincy have 
been reinsured. A prominent insurance man 
estimetes that in a general way the retirement 
of these companies takes out of the market 
from $9,000 to $12,000 of indemnity on 
every target line here. The four companies 
namec took in premiums on Illinois business 
in 1802 aggregating $179,110. The worst 
phase of the matter is that there are no pros- 
pects of new stock companies coming in to 
make good the deficiency. 


NEW ORLEANS COMPANY REPORTS. 


But One of Them Shows a Loss on Under- 
writing Business, 

Of six New Orleans companies which have 
made annual statements but one shows a loss 
on underwriting. The Home Insurance com- 
pany received $492,483 in fire business pre- 
miums and paid out losses of $286,000. 
The underwriting account shows a loss of 
$33,730. The fire loss ratio of the six com- 
panies on premiums aggregating $1,414,000 
was 41 percent. The Teutonia Insurance 
compeny shows assets of $495,710, an in- 
crease for the year of $19,307; unearned 
premiums of $119,717, a decrease of $5,971, 
and a net surplus of $87,061, an increase 
of $18,360. The loss ratio on fire business 
was less than 37 percent. A 10 per cent 
premium was paid during the year. ‘he lose 
ratios of the company for 1891 and 1892 
were GO and 61 per cent respectively. The 
company took in $111,057 more in premi- 
ums lest year than in 1892 and paid out 
$33,083 less on losses. 


PROTECTION OF ARC LIGHTS, 


Charge for Use of Unprotected Lamps Or- 
dered by the Hartford Board. 

The full text of the resolution regarding arc 
lights recently passed by the Hartford Board 
of Fire Underwriters is as follows: 

Resolved, That the use ofvare electric lights in 
business or manufacturing establishments during 
other than working hours, and when said estab- 
lishments are closed, is hereby prohibited, but 
are lights during business or working hours will 
be permitted without extra charge in rate ‘of in- 
surance premium, provided the same are care- 
fully arranged as to wiring, spark arresters, and 
external cut-out switches, and otherwise in ac- 
cordance with the seaparenente of this board and 
the New England Insurance Exchange. On 
and after Feb. 15, 1894, an extra charge of one- 
half per cent shall be made wherever arc lights 
are used which are not arranged ‘in acco 
with said requirements.

Evidence Showing Widespread Scheme to 
Defraud Insurance Companies. 

New Yorx, Jan, 19.—[Special.}—Insur- 
ance companies; are alarmed over the evi- 
dence already ati hand showing a widespread 
echeme to defraud them, Insurance agents 
of several reputable companies are involved. 
A nuniber of arrests are expected soon, as the 
authorities are diligently at work. E. R. 
Kenrfedy, President of the Board of Fire 
Underwriters, said today: 

‘* Yos, it is true that we haveobtained start- 
ling evidence, but it is not yet time to make 
public what we know, for the scoundrels, 
warned of the disclosure, may take to flight. 
The Fire Marshal and police authorities are 
pushing their investigation, and others I do 
not wish to name are also active in unearth- 
ing these frauds.

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CRAPE AND ITS PLACE IN THE WORLD. 


History of a Material of Which Dress- 
| makers Know the Value. 

Crape ‘at the present moment is more 
fashionable in Paris than it has been for two 
or three generations. The report that crape 
is not as much worn as it used to be is scarce- 
ly correct. What is true is that deep mourn- 
ing is only worn now for very near relatives, 
and for not so long a period a§ used to be the 
custom even ten yearsago. Crape was orig- 
inally madein France, and the secret of its 
manufacture. was undoubtedly imported to 
England at the time of the revocation of the 
edict of Nantes, says the Queen. Crape, ac- 
cording to the “Encyclopedia Britannica,” 


} is **a silk fabric of a gauzy kind”’; it is woven 


of hard, highly turown silk. 

The Chinese crapes, like the Japanese, are 
usually made in very light textures and in the 
most delicate shades of color and have noth- 
mg to do with the crape worn on the gar- 
ments of widows, which is a heavier fabric 
made frum hard, highly thrown silk. The 
crisp and elastic structure of hard crape is 
not produced either in spinning or weaving, 
but is due to processes through which the 
gauze passes after it is woven. hat the de.

Wendell Phillips, Mr. Whittier, and other 
‘*neople of. importance”’ were soon on ex- 
ceedingly pleasant terms with her. Mr. Phil- 
lips, at first surprised tosee her making 
her way. across the platform at an anti-slavery 
meeting, as he would have been to see a hum- 
eitagbied with all its sheen and color alight 
on his hand, was presently discussing his 
speeches with her. *I feel,’ he said to her 
once. *‘ each time I speak, as if I must slip 
out of the back door yr tags 88 

Once when he took’'her down to supper at 
an evening party she forgot, in his gracious 
elegance of demeanor, the purpose of his life, 
and exclaimed, apropos of some unpleasant 
action of a person present: ‘“‘O, how I hate 
reformers!’ Instead of reproving the flip- 
pancy Mr. Phillips began telling her amus- 
ing stories of certain among the reformatory 
bores he had encountered.

One of her intimate acquaintances has al- 
ways said that Nora was on terms with Mr. 
Whittier enjoyed by few others; that he told 
her stories, exchanged jests with her, and she 
could say to him gay and audacious things 
that his throng of worshipers would no more 
have dared to say to him than a band of old- 
time devotees would have dared take hands 
with their wooden idol fora dance round a 
May pole. Her friendships are not formed 
entirely among men, it is to be understood. 
Many of the fine and noble women of the gen- 
eration have been her friends. 

_ Before she occupied herself so much with 
juvenile literature. she wrote many stories 
for older readers in the leading periodicals, 
collected and published some volumes of 
them. She was quite young when she wrote 
her first verses; they were published in a 
Washington paper, having been refused by 
the Atlantic Monthly—the little lyric of ** El- 
lery Vane,” that has beén set to music by the 
fluting voice of every girl that ever read it: 
And not alone in the silken snare 
Did she catch her lovely floating hair, 
But—tying her bonnet under her chit, 
She tied a young man’s heart within. 

She had the satisfaction, a few months later,

MOLECULAR LIFE IN DIAMONDS. 


These Gems Are Declared to Be Masses of 
Enormously Active Atoms, 

If you think your polished diamond is a 
mere aggregation of inanimate crystals you 
are away wrong. If you imagine that its 
components are devoid of orderly, coherent 
motion you are equally mistaken, says the 
New York Herald. It has come to pass that 
we are given to understand that ° dia- 
monds are masses of active molecules. 
Inasmuch as every compact body is 
composed of multitudes of exceedingly 
small yet not indistinguishable mole- 
cules, it might be concluded that in a solid at 
least these particles would be clustered to- 
gether in an indivisible mass. This theory as 
applied to diamends is incorrect and has 
been completely overthrown by the re- 
searches and experimentations of Sir Robert 
Ball of Liverpool. The facts set forth by 
Mr. Ball with reference to the structure of the 
diamond are fascinating. He uasserts that 
were the sensibility of our eyes increased so 
as to make them a few million times more 
powerful it would be seen that the diamond 
atoms, which form the pertect gem when ag- 
gregated in sufficient myriads, are each ina 
condition of rapid movement of the most 
complex description. 

Each molecule would be seen swinging to 
and fro with the utmost violence among the 
neighboring molecules and quivering from the 
shocks it receives from encounters with other 
molecules, which vccur millions of times in 
each second. The hardness and impenetra- 
bility so characteristic would at first sight 
seem torefute the supposition that it is no 
more than a cluster of rapidly moving part- 
icles; but the well-known impenetrability of 
the gem arises from the fact. that, when at- 
tempt is made to pressasteel point intoa 
stone, it fails, because the rapidly-movi 
molecules of the stone batter the metal wit 
such extraordinary vehemence that they re- 
fuse to allow it to penetrate or even to mark 
the crystallized surface. 

When glass is cut with a diamond the edge, 
which seems so hard, is really composed of 
rapidly-moving atoms. The glass which is

cules, and what seemsto happen is that as 
the diamond is ‘pressed forward its several 
particles, by their superior vigur, drive the 
little particles of glass out of the way.
